DHAHRAN, March 13 — Finance and 
National Economy Minister Muhammad 
Aba A1 Khail addressed the first conference 
of Saudi Arabian businessmen here Sunday, 
focusing on the role of the private sector in 
the development of the national economy 
and urging a shift from trading to industry. 

Aba A1 Khail said that the government 
depended on the private sector in order to 
realize a number of objectives. To do this, the 
government has taken a number of steps, 
including granting loans and subsidies. 

The conference was opened Saturday by 
Interior Minister Prince Naif on behalf of 
King Fahd. 

“The object of granting loans is to provide 
an incentive so that local businessmen may 
make a major shift from mere commerce to 
industrial, agricultural and real estate 
investments,” he said. 

Thus the government has paid up in loans 
over SRI 13 billion in the last eight years, of 
which the Industrial Development Fund 
accounted for nearly 40 percent, the loans 
going to 829 establishments and plants 
operating in 27 different fields. Agricultural 
development loans amounted to over SR10 
billion, while outright incentive grants came 
to SR32 billion. 


In all, government spending and loans to 
the private sector have helped in the creation 
of nearly 1 50.000 national establishments in 
the last few years, he said. 

Aba Al Khail urged these establish me nts 
to reorganize and modernize their operations 
because the local market will soon witness 
greater competition in quality and presenta- 
tion, calling for a higher quality of service by 
the companies in the field. 

He urged the private sector to intensify 
cooperation by giving priority ro focal pro- 
ducts in their purchases. The industrial future 
of the country as well as the Gulf states will be 
based on petrochemicals and miningsince the 
country will be intensifying its investments in 
this field, while the private sector will get 
opportunities to invest in agricultural 
development. Other fields will include 
operating and maintaining public utilities. 

Aba Al Khail said: “ Our best resources are 
our youth and we should give them a chance 
to cany out these plans.” He urged the pri- 
vate sector to take on increasing responsibil- 
ity for local investments in order to ensure a 
decent future for the coining generation. 

Answering questions, be denied that public 
spending has decreased or that liquidity in the 
open market has suffered. “Spending will 
continue as it -used to be in past years,” he 
assured the audience. 


Mugabe: no deal with Nkomo 


LONDON, March 13 (R) — Zimbabwe 
opposition leader Joshua Nkomo arrived in 
Britain Sunday and a confidant of Prime 
Minister Robert Mugabe promptly ruled out 
negotiations to coax him back. 

Nkomo. who fled from Zimbabwe to 
Botswana on Tuesday, said he wanted to 
make a deal with Mugabe for his safe return 
and a settlement of political violence in his 
homeland. 

But Zimbabwe's Information Minister 
Nathan Shamuyarira. who also came to Lon- 
don Sunday, said he would not meet Nkomo 
and there could be no talks' unless the 65- 
year-old leader of the ZAPU Party returned 
. borne. 

He told a news conference that Nkomo, 


known as the father of Zimbabwe national- 
ism. would be safe and free if be returned. 
But he added: “Meaningful discussions with 
Nkomo can only take place in Harare, 
nowhere else. We do not think that meaning- 
ful assurances can be given in foreign lands.” 

Nkomo, on arrival in London, said he 
would not return until he received face-to- 
face assurances from a Zimbabwe govern- 
ment minister that his life would not be 
threatened. 

Nkomo had alleged that Muga,? sent 
troops to kill him and said he fled Zimbabwe 
because his life was in danger. 


Hussein 
to lead Arab 
delegation 

on U.K. visit 


LONDON, March 13 (AP) — The 
Foreign Office said Sunday that King 
Hussein of Jordan is to lead an Arab 
League delegation on its planned visit to 
London, which begins Friday after months 
of delay due to British objections to par- 
ticipation by the PLO. 

Hussein, who bad lunch with Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher at her 10 
Downing St. office during a private visit 
here three weeks ago, was replacing 
Morocco's King Hassan as the delega- 
tion's leader, a Foreign Office spokesman 
said. 

The spokesman declined to say why the 
change had been made. But Press Associ- 
ation, the British domestic news agency, 
said “reports reaching London suggest 
that King Hassan is indisposed.” It did not 
elaborate. 

The Arab League originally proposed 
sending its delegation to Britain last fall as 
pan of a tour of world capitals designed to 
promote the Arab proposals for peace in 
the Middle East. The group already had 
stopped in the United States, France, the 
Soviet Union and China, which along with 
Britain are the permanent members of the 
U.N. Security Council. But Mrs. Thatcher 
refused to see the delegation because it 
was to include Farouk Kaddoumi, politi- 
cal affairs chief of the Palestine Liberation 
Organization. 

Several times the group's visit was 
rescheduled, only to be called off after 
objections from Mrs. Thatcher’s govern- 
ment. 

The British objections raised a furor in 
the Arab world and resulted in the cancel- 
lation of a Gulf tour by British Foreign 
Secretary Francis Pym. 

Finally, in late February Mrs. Thatcher 
announced the delegation's visit would go 
ahead. It would include a “representative 
of the Palestinian people," she said, in 
addition to officials from Saudi Arabia. 
Syria, Jordan, Tunisia, Algeria and i 
Morocco. J 


Yamani optimistic 
of OPEC accord 


LONDON, March 13 (AP) — Ahmad 
Zaki Yamani, the o3 minister of Saudi 
Arabia, said Sunday he expected a break- 
through by Monday in OPEC s impasse over 
how to slave off a global price war that could 
ruin the organization. 

But in tbeir 11th straight day of negotia- 
tions in a luxury London hotel, the arimsters 
of the Organization of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries reported little evidence that a set- 
tlement was possible. 

Yamani, whose country is the world's 
largest oil exporter, declin e d during a brief 

encounter with reporters to discuss any of the 
issues facing OPEC. Bat be said he befieved a 
solution was at hand. “We think tomorrow 
we can go home.” he said. 

After having agreed last week to cm their 
base price by $5 a barrel to $29, the talks 
stalled on the divisive issue of how the 13 
members share oil sales in a shrinking mar- 
ket. 

The ministers have described the price cut 
agreement as a “general understanding” that 
is contingent on settlement of the production 
issue. Yamani and other ministers said fre- 
quently last week that they saw a quick end to 
the negotiations. But each ni^ht, the 13 
ministers emerged from their dosed meeting 
to say little had been accomplished. 

Iran, Venezuela and the United Arab Emi- 
rates were portrayed by several OPEC lead- 
ers as the main holdouts to an agreement. 
Humberto Calderon Berti. the Venezuelan 
oil minister, accused other members Satur- 
day of refusing to compromise on the produc- 
tion issue. 

Calderon said his country was wining to cut 
its production by 200,000 barrels a day from 
the current 2 million. But he said Venezuela 
could not afford to cut more. “ We have some 
limits to our sacrifice,” he said. 

Venezuela was under pressure from other 
members to accept a production quota of 
either 1 S million or 1.6 million barrels a day, 
according to sources who asked that they not 
be identified With its huge foreign debt, 
estimated at *ar $29 billion, Venezuela is 
desperate tu i.*sp its oil .evtTiue via high as 
possible to avoid default.

The United Arab Emirates was holding out 
for a production quota of 1-5 million barrels 
daily, compared with the 13 million being 
offered in the meeting, sources said.

The OPEC ministers, who appeared weary 
from tbeir marathon negotiations, said 
repeatedly they could not afford to leave 
London without a full agreement. 

The Gulf states have warned they would 
unilaterally reduce their prices if OPEC did 
not reach a full accord. 


Big turnout 
in French poll 
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Shultz takes up rems 
to end pullout impasse 


WASHINGTON, March 13 (AP) — Secretary of State George 
Shultz has opened a major new diplomatic drive to get foreign armies 
out of Lebanon, taking a direct role in Mideast peace talks and prod- 
ding Jordan' s King Hussein to decide whether he will join the talks too. 

Shultz met at the State Department with Lebanese Foreign Minister 
Elie Salem on Saturday in the first of a series of meetings aimed at 
breathing new life into the stalled troop withdrawal talks. Officials 
here hope the sessions will produce a blueprint for an eventual agree- 
ment. 

On Sunday, Shultz was to continue the process by meeting with 
Yitzhak Shamir, the foreign minister of Israel. 

Meanwhile, he said in an interview with the Washington Past that, “I 
think it is time” for Hussein to decide whether be is willing to enter the 
expanded talks with Israel proposed by President Reagan's Middle 
East peace initiative last Sept. 1 which called for the establishment of a 
Palestinian entity on the West Bank in association with Jordan. 

In discussing Hussein and the initiative, Shultz noted that the king 
has been involved in complex negotiations with the Palestine Libera- 
tion Organization seeking its support for his entry into peace talks, the 
Post said in Sunday editions. 

“Basically, 1 think it's time to move,” the newspaper quoted Shultz 
as saying. ”1 don't want to set a deadline or anything like that, but I 
think there has been a great deal of discussion. I don’t know that there 
are more facts to be found.” 

On withdrawal of foreign forces from Lebanon — a related aspect of 
the complex Middle East dispute — Salem said Saturday that under 
certain conditions, “a good chance" exists for agreement. 

Salem made the comment after emerging from a 90-minute session 
with Shultz, the first of a major new U.S. effort, personally conducted 
by the secretary of state to break the stalemate in withdrawal talks. 

Salem said Lebanese diplomats were willing to meet with Reagan if 
that would speed the process. But he- dismissed speculation that he 
might hold three-way sessions here with Shamir and Shultz. “There 
are no plans to bring the Israelis and the Lebanese together,” Salem 
said. “Nobody meant that and it is not going to happen.”

Shamir is scheduled to meet with Shultz on Sunday. Shultz wiD act as 
an intermediary, talking with both sides separately as the talks 
develop, Salem said. 

He termed the U.S. commitment to the Middle East peace process 
as “extremely important at this critical time.” 

“I think there is a good chance for an agreement if people are 
pragmatic, if people are reasonable and if people are ready for peace,” 
Salem said. “And I t hink people are ready for peace.” 

“We feel confident that (with) the Reagan commitment, with Sec- 
retary Shultz’s efforts to make the commitment come true, that an 
agreement could be reached with respect to Lebanon and ultimately 
with respect to the Middle East crisis as a whole," Salem said. 

Salem said he used his initial meeting with Shultz to describe “the 
difficulties that must be resolved if we are to have an agreement.” 
He said he hoped to continue “intense discussions” with Shultz over 
the coming days. 


PARIS, March 13 (R) — Voters turned 
out in large numbers Sunday for a decisive 
final round of French Municipal council elec- 
tions expected to confirm losses for the ruling 
left-wing parties and herald a government 
shake-up. 

Both the big left and right-wing coalitions 
bad urged voters to go to the polls during 
hectic campaigning over the past week and 
officials reported an unusually high turnout. 

Half of France's 30,000 village, town and 
city councils were being contested, but 
national attention was focused on 66 big 
cities undecided in last week’s first round. 

At least three senior cabinet ministers, 
among 1 0 standing for local councils under a 
French tradition of holding more than one 
office, are expected to resign if they lose Sun- 
day. 

The right-wing and center-right opposition 
alliance is aiming to consolidate sharp gains 
against Socialist and Communist candidates 
in the first round. 

The results were interpreted by analysts 
and opposition spokesmen as a signal of 
national dissatisfaction over the performance 
of the 22-montb-old administration of Presi- 
dent Francois Mitterrand. 

The opposition dominated by Gaullist 
leader and Paris Mayor Jacques Chirac, led a 
tough campaign urging voters to use the mun- 
icipal polls to censure the government? s hand- 
ling of the economy and other issues such as 
law and order. ^ 

Chirac was triumph ally re-elected in a 
clean sweep of 18 of the city’s 20 districts. His 
right-wing candidates have a good chance of 
winning the remaining two Sunday, commen- 
tators said. 


Avalanche kills 
76 in Pakistan 


ISLAMABAD, March 13 ( AP) — At least 
76 persons have been killed and 19 others 
were still missing after an avalanche hit their 
village in northern Pakistan, a government 
spokesman said Sunday. 

The spokesman said Phupan village was 
totally wiped out. The village is located in the 
Himalayan foothills, about 150 miles (240 
kilometers) north of here. 

Latest reports said 76 bodies were reco- 
vered Friday and Saturday in the aftermaths 
of the avalanche. The avalanche also injured 
nearly 100 persons and 25 of them are 
reported to be in critical condition. Pakistan 
Army troops are still working on rescue and 
relief operations, the officials said. 
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Black Democrats threaten to rock presidential poll boat 


WASHINGTON, March 13 (R) — A 
group of black Democrats, tired of being 
“taken for granted” in white-dominated U.S. 
politics, is threatening to mount a challenge 
for the opposition party's 1984 presidential 
nomination. 

The blacks, including well- known figures 
in politics and the civil rights field, have no 
hope yet of actually capturing the' nomination 
in a nation that is about 86 percent white. 

Their goal is to shake up a Democratic 
Party that counts on near-solid black support 
and win more power in party councils and in 
the next Democratic administration by 
demonstrating rising minority group political 
stremgh. 

In this, leaders of the 
black unity move say, 
they are dead serious 
and determined to get 
their message across — 
possibly by running a 
black in competition 
with liberal white 
{Democratic candidates 
in the 1984 presidential 
primary elections. 

“In the Democratic

‘“The question is: How do we bring about 
the kind of changes that are necessary to pro- 
duce the political power we want?” Leland 
said in an interview. 

The group has held a series of strategy 
meetings. One alternative under discusrioo is 
to frame a set of power-sharing demands 
which, if accepted by party leaders, might 
lead to withdrawal of the potentially divisive

Although 1 980 census figures showed that 
blacks comprise only about 12 percent of the 
U.S. population and 16.4 million of the 157.1 
million eligible voters, they responded in 
droves to a nationwide get-out-tbe-vote 
drive conducted last year. 

Pollsters credit blacks with electing white 
Democrats to the governorships of New 
York, Texas, New Jersey and Alabama and 
with nearly beating Republicans in California 
and Illinois. 

The voter drive in Dlionois, where an esti- 
mated 200,000 blacks were added to voting 
lists in the Chicago area alone, also led to a 
stunning upset in the primary election that 
selected the candidates for mayor of Chicago 
on Feb. 22.__ 

At the national level, pollsters estimate 
that the black vote went about 90 percent 
Democratic in 1982 congressional elections, 
fueled by fears that President Reagan's 
Republicans are insensitive to black 
economic and civil rights needs. 

But this party loyalty and rising political 
influence has produced only modest gains for 
black officeholders themselves, mainly in the 
cities where there are now many black 
mayors, prompting the drive by black Demo- 
crats for more power at high policy-making 
levels.

Chinese firm 
wins %22m gas 
plant contract 

TAIPEI, March 13 (CNA) — One of 
Taiwan's leading technical consulting firms, 
the CTCI Corp., has won a $22 million con- 
tract to build a petrochemical plant in Saudi 
Arabia. The factory, due for completion in 
mid- 1985, will produce 200,000 tons of 
ethylene glycol (EG) a year . 

CTCI defeated bids by seven international 
companies, including one from South Korea, 
the main competitor. The contract, which was 
signed in January, has been submitted to the 
ministry of economic affairs for approval. 
The facility will be owned by the Arabian 
Saudi Yanbu Petrochemical Company, a 
joint venture between SABIC and Mobil. 

CTCI will be responsible for building the 
factory, for providing everything from the 
piping and instrument and control systems to 
the mechanical installations, and for putting 
the whole thing into operation. The firm will 
be assisted by the Bechtel Co., a U.S. techni- 
cal consultant, in designing the plant layout 
and purchasing the necessary equipment and 
machinery.

“I 
have no details and Carter had met many 
Palestinians who are going to send reports to 
the executive committee on the outcome of 
their meetings,” Arafat said. The PLO leader 
called on Carter to stick to his views on Pales- 
tinian rights. 

Arafet will preside over the first meeting of 
the executive committee due to be held in 
Tunis within a few days. High on the agenda, 
Palestinian sources said, is reviewing the out- 
come of the PNC session, the nonaligned 
summit and alio ting posts to members of the 
committee. 

Arab News has learned that Arafet will go 
to a West European capital to push his quest 
for peace. Though the capital was not named 
the sources said, “ It is a capital that we have 
not been to before ” 

Arafat disclosed that the Delhi summit has 
appointed a follow-up committee headed by 
Indira Gbandi and composed of India, Zam- 
bia, Bangladesh, Senegal, Yugoslavia, Cuba, 
Algeria and the PLO to coordinate with the 
seven- man committee of the Fez summit on 
implementing resolutions aimed at restoring 
Arab rights Algeria and the PLO have been 
selected as a link between the two commit- 
tees. 

On his meeting with Lebanese president 
Amin Gemayel during the summit, Arafet 
said that the meeting, which followed inten- 
sive joint Palestinian- Lebanese committee 
work, has ironed out controversial issues and 
accord was reached on all bilateral topics. He 
declined to elaborate Arafet also denied 
that there was any bad feeling between him 
and Syrian President Hafez Assad saying, 
“Whenever there is a chance we meet." 

Total wheat 
output hits 
600,000 UTns 

GENEVA, March 13 (SPA) — Saudi 
Arabia’s total wheat production reached 

600.000 tons last year compared with 

300.000 tons seven years ago. Agriculture 
Minister Dr. Abdul Rahman Al-Shcikh 
was quoted as saying here. 

In a lecture delivered at a seminar 
organized by Euro- American business- 
men, the minister said the Kingdom had 
reached a surplus in production of eggs, 
dairy products and vegetables.

JEDDAH, March 13 — Olivetti has 
launched its M20 personal computer, aimed 
at covering a large proportion of the King- 
dom’ s needs for small computers in the world 
of business, science, engineerin g and word 
processing. The launching was performed by- 
Italian Ambassador Marcello Salimei at the 
Hotel AJ-Hamra Nova-Park here Sunday 
morning. The presentation of the computer 
under the banner “Brains and Beauty” will 
continue through Monday. 

Tbe M20 was launched in Europe at the 
Hanover Fair in April 1982 and since then 
Olivetti has installed 52,000 machines. “It 
was decided to launch the machine in the 
Kingdom a year later so that a full Arabic' 
English machine could be developed. The 
Arabic text has been approved by the Arabic 
League of Standardization (SASO)," its 
marketing manager, Jes Nielsen, said. 

Nielsen said in an interview withAnri>iVra*

that the International Agencies LttL, aBm- 
zagr Group company and the sole agents for 
Olivetti, will be taking the M20 on a tour of 
the Kingdom showing it to the business and 
professional communities in eight of the 
major drie s and towns. 

Hie presentation will demonstrate how the 
best features of several earlier computers 
have been combined to produce a machine 
that can be used for business applications as a 
word processor, for scientific and technical 
applications, for data entry and for connntmt- 
catiou applications. Nielsen said that the two 
companies together have developed a large 
selection of software package suitable for the 
Saudi Arabian market. 

The computer, he said, can be delivered 
with a black and white screen, a black and 
green or an eight-color screen, ft can also be 
connected to a wide range of printers, includ- 
ing certain Olivetti electronic typewriters. 
“This means that if one of the International 
Agencies’ customers already has an Olivetti 
electronic typewriter, he also has a printer for 
his M20,” Nielsen said. 

Nielsen said that following the expected 
success of the 9-kilogram M20, its cost rang- 
ing from SR25.000 to SR45.000. the com- 
pany will introduce two more computers 
M-30 by the end of 1983 and M-*0 at the 
beginning of 1 984 into the Kingdom market 
They were launched in Europe in the second 
half of 1982. 

Nielsen, who has been with the company 
for the last 17 years, said he came to the 
Kingdom in 1 978 to build up a market for the 
company. “We have managed to make a 
breakthrough in the market especially in the 
banking field," Nielsen added. 

Giving a ba ckg round of the company, he 
said the International Agencies Limited was 
established in 1974 with 25 percent shares 
each with Wahib Si Binzagr, Muha mm ad O. 
Binzagr, Faisal S. Binzagr and Abdulla S. 
Binzagr. The East Asiatic Co. Ltd. has a 
management contract with the International 
Agencies. 

The company, whose share capital is SR10 
million, was set up primarily in the fields of 
timber and project business, but the activities 
were considerably expanded in tbe middle of 
1977 with the acquisition of tbe Olivetti/ 
Chubb agencies, he said. 

In feet, he said, “the business activities of 
our office products department only started

as from Jan. 1, 19787 as it took neariy sek 
months to build up a p roper organization and 
have stocks available.*' 

“In December 1978, we obtained the sole 
agency for Farit furniture, in April and July 
1979 tbe agencies for the ISS Securitas and 
the Electrolux Constructor, in 1980 foe CPT 
and in 1982 the agencies for the Totec and 
the Modnlex were added,” Nielsen said. 

“The graphic arts activities started with the 
acquisition of the Compugraphic agency in 
December 1978, but as the development of 
the bilingual photocomposing m ac h ine was 
delayed to December 1979 due to software 
problems, we did not start marketing com- 
pugraphic equipment until the first quarter of 
1 980. Since then we have acquired a number 
of other graphic arts agencies, notably the 
Muller Martini book binding equipment, the 
Dainippon reproduction equipment and the 
Howson AJgraphy," Nielson noted.

Intensive studies prepared for Fourth Five-Year Plan 


JEDDAH, March 13 — Saudi Arabia's 
Fourth Five-Year Development Plan will not 
be affected by any drop in oil prices, because 
assessments were based on five million bar- 
rels a day at between $18 and $20 per baiTel, 
a senior Planning Ministry official said Sun- 
day. 

There will be no low and reasonable prices 
in the world except in Saudi Arabia and 
Canada; and these are the only two countries 
which are expected to dominate the market, 
the spokesman told AI -Nadwa. 

The spokesman. Planning Undersecretary 
Hussein Sejini, said that the conclusions were 


based on intensive studies being undertaken 
to prepare Saudi Arabia's Fourth Five-Year 
Development Plan. The studies take into 
account the external factors, in terms of 
exports and revenue, affecting Saudi Arabia. 

Sejini said that the actual trend in Saudi 
Arabia was to try to find alternatives to pet- 
roleum. There was attempts to industrialize 
the associated gas, be added. He also said that 
this would have positive effects on home pro- 
ductivity and the diversification of revenue. 
Furthermore, the price of locally manufac- 
tured goods will be reduced, as raw materials 
were not only available, but abundant.

CAIRO, March 13 (AF) — Italian Foreign 
Minister Emilio Colombo met Sunday with 
president Hosni Mubarak and afterward 
stressed the importance of the withdrawal of 
foreign troops from Lebanon. 

Following the one- hour meeting, Colombo 
told reporters the two had discussed bilateral 
relations and the situation in the Middle East 
Colombo called the talks “very important, 
useful and constructive." 

Colombo arrived here Saturday for a one 
day visit at the bead of a political and 
economic delegation. He described economic 
relations between the two countries as “very 
good.” 

Shifting to Middle Eastern matters, the 
Italian foreign minister said, “the important 
thing is the withdrawal of foreign troops from 
Lebanon.” 

There are presently an estimated 60,000 
Israeli, Syrian and Palestinian troops on 
Lebanese soil. 

Multi-national peace keeping forces in 
Lebanon come from the United States, Bri- 
tain, France, Italy, and other na tions. 

Cblombo said Italy contributes, “within its 
capabilities", to help the situation in the 
Middle East. Besides its sending troops to 
Lebanon, Italy has committed some troops to 
the multi-national peacekeeping force patrol- 
fog Egypt's borders with Israel in the Sinai.

(0930 GMT) Monday in a luxury hotel a 
few hundred meters down the hill from the 
three Pyramids of Giza, one of the seven 
wonders of the ancient world. 

An Israeli source, who asked not to be 
identified, said the agenda will include 
implementation of existing trade and com- 
mercial agreements and perhaps new trade 
protocols. 

The meeting would be the first high-level 
trade talks between the two countries since 
Israeli troops entered Lebanon on June 6.. 


Bid to better Syria -PLO links 


NICOSIA, March 13 (Agencies) — Cer- 
tain Arab and “friendly” states were making 
efforts to repair the strained relations bet- 
ween the Palestine Liberation Organization 
and Syria, the Palestine News Agency (Wafa) 
reported Saturday. 

" The Cyprus-based agency said the report 
was earned by FLO’S weekly magazmeFafes- 

time AJ -Tkawruz which attributed it to 
“informed sources." 

Relations between Syria and the PLO 
deteriorated following PLO Chairman Yas- 
ser Arafat’s tentative agreement with Jor- 
dan's King Hussein last year on Jordan! an- 
Palestinian confederation. 

Syria and several radical groups under 
PLO strongly opposed the proposed confed- 
eration and severely criticized Arafat Medi- 
ation attempts by Arab countries failed to 
end the rift 

The maimer in which the report was pub- 
lished by the magazine, which like Wafa 


moved to Cyprus in the wake of FLO’S ouster 
from Beirut Lebanon, last summer, indi- 
cated, however, that mediators were finally 
making headway in their efforts to reconcile 
Syria and the PLO. 

Wafa paraphrased the magazine report, 
the text of which could not be obtained 
immediately. 

The agency said the magazine quoted the 
same sources as pointing out “die obvious 
concern of Arafat especially more recently, 
and his emphasis on tiutimportance of the 
strategic and vital nature of the nationalist 
bilateral relations between Syria and the 
PLO” 

“The well-informed sources do not advise 
anyone to ignore the existence of a Syrian- 
Palestinian mili tary alliance in Lebanon to 
face the escalating Israeli war threats now 
that Mosbe Arens is IsraeFs war minister” 
the magazine was quoted as saying. 


DHAKA, March 13 (R) — Bangladesh will normalize its relations 
with Af ghanistan and ask Vietnam to reopen its mission in Dhaka, 
military ruler Lt. Gen. Hussein Muhammad Ershad said.

Ershad, who seized power in a bloodless coup in March last year, 
proposed the dialogue following dashes between students and police 
last month in which at least five persons were killed and over 100 
injured. 

A recently concluded nonaligned summit in New Delhi, reiterated 
the call for withdrawl of Soviet troops.

The pope went ahead with his visit heie 
anyway, although Vatican officials said he 
was greatly saddened by the executions.

Asked at a news conference here Friday if 
the pope's obvious displeasure over the 
summary executions would lead the govern- 
ment to be more lenient with future law- 
breakers.

With modern health problems 

Frozen Eskimo family found 


ANCHORAGE, Alaska, March 13 (AP) 
. — A "frozen family” of five Inupiat Eskimos, 
found in an ice-bound Alaskan home about 
470 years after dying, suffered some health 
problems that afflict modern Inupiats, a 
paleopatho I ogist says. 

“If nothing else, it takes the onus off us,” 
Dr. Michael Zimmerman told the annual 
meeting of the Alaska Anthropological 
Association Friday. 

Zimmerman performed autopsies on two 
of the almost perfectly preserved bodies. The 
results indicate some of the Inupiats' current 
health problems could date back hundreds of 
years^ 

. The five bodies were discovered last year 
on a bluff on the edge of the Arctic Ocean, 
near Barrow. Researchers speculate that 
strong winds pushed a massive pile of ice up 
the bank and over the sod dwelling. 

One of the frozen women was in her 20s 
and the other was about 42, said Zimmer- 
man. who also has examined ancient remains 


found in the Aleutian Islands and mummies 
from Egypt. 

An autopsy indicated the older woman had 
delivered a baby not long before she died. 
The child has not been found, but may be 
buried in a tunnel to the home, which has not 
yet been excavated. 

The lungs of both women were blackened 
because of smoky environment of the poorly 
ventilated home. Zimmerman said. The older 
woman had hardening of the arteries and 
apparently had suffered a serious infection 
that affected her heart when she was younger, 
the doctor said. She also had signs of 
trichinosis. 

Early Inupiats might have ingested the 
parasitic worms by eating inadequately 
cooked polar bear meat, he speculated. 

Both women aie suffering from 
osteoporosis, a condition that causes fragile 
bones, Z imm erman said. The affliction

Death sentences ‘declining’ 


COPENHAGEN, Denmark. March 13 
(AP) — Amnesty International reported 
that the number of executions and the 
number of death sentences passed in 1982 
declined significantly from 1981 levels. 

Lists released by the Danish chapter of the 
London-based human rights organization 
said at feast 910 prisoners were executed in 
42 countries and 975 death sentences passed 
in 60 countries last year. 

The totals compared with 2,834 executions 
in 34 countries and 3,209 death sentences in 
52 countries in 1981, Amnesty said. 

, The United States, the Soviet Union and 
China were on both lists. Most others were 


Third World countries of Asia and Africa. 

Britain, which abolished the death penalty 
in 1969, was the only West European country 
named, on the list of countries where death 
sentences were passed. 

The reference presumably was to a case on 
the Isle of Man. which is a pan of Britain but 
has a separate government and legislature 
and retains capital punishment in its laws. 
Stephen Moore. 19, was sentenced to death 
on.the island in December for the murder of a 
. 1 7-year-old, but the sentence was commuted 
•' in London to life imprisonment. Amnesty 
International strongly opposes capital pun- 
ishment. 


Zairian envoy arrives in Brussels 


BRUSSELS, Belgium. March 13 (AP) — 
Zaire’s new ambassador to Belgium arrived 
here Saturday, almost four months after he 
was appointed to the post. 

The delay in the arrival of Lokumba Bom- 
boko has been widely interpreted here as a 
sign of irritation in Zaire at Belgian criticisms 
of its former African colony that became, 
independent in 1960. 

President Mobuti Sese Seko, in a report 
carried by the official Zairian news agency 
AZAP urged Belgium to refrain from meddl- 
ing in the affairs of his authoritarian, one- 
party nation. 


“Belgian internal problems do not interest 
us. Unfortunately. Belgium, itself indepen- 
dent from Holland since 1830. regularly 
forgets" Zaire has been independent since 
1960, AZAP quoted Mobutu as saying. 

Belgiao-Zairian relations are regularly 
rocked by allegations of human rights viola- 
tions in the Central African country where 
Mobutu, 53, has ruled supreme for 16 years. 

Zairian officials have long complained 
about Belgian refusal to ban Zairian opposi- 
tion parties in exile and the recent months 
they have charged Zairians are regularly mis- 
treated by Belgian police. 
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Nonaligned movement sad battered but not broken 


NEW DELHI, March 13 (AP) — Shaken by seemingly irreconcilable internal dissen- 
sions, the UOnaJigned movement survived its acrimonious seventh summit meeting battered 
but not broken. 

India’s Prime Minister Indira Gandhi took over the chairmanship from Cuba’s Fidel 
Castro and tried to steer the 101 -nation movement into a more balanced course between 
the Soviet Union and the United States. 

In innumerable private meetings with rival Third World statesmen, Mrs. Gandhi sought 
to reconcile conflicting views and revive the coherence that the movement risked losing 
under Castro's three-and-a-haK-year leadership. 

In the backstage bargaining, however, Mrs. Gandhi was forced to make concessions to 
the “revolutionary" hard-liners that left the movement even further to the left on many 
issues than it had been under Castro. 

The nonaligned movement is not an organization and has no permanent secretariat. Its 
policies are achieved by consensus at summits every' three years, never by vote, thus giv ing 
even the smallest group of dissenters a veto over aQ decisions. But a concensus, once it is 
established, tends to freeze the Third World’s posture in the United Nations and elsewhere 
for years. 

The tasks set for Mrs. Gandhi’s three-year chairmanship are emphatically “anti- 
imperialist." anti- Western — and particularly anti-Israeli and anti-apartheid. A 55-page 
political declaration adopted by the summit devoted 4,000 words to a denunciation of 
Israeli genoade and occupation of Arab territories, repeatedly expressing sharp criticism 
of the United States for its support to the Jewish state. 

The United States also was criticized for its support for rightist regimes in Central 
America and its backing of South Africa in delaying independence for Southwest Africa, 
otherwise known as Namibia, with the demand for prior withdrawal of Cuban troops from 
Angola. 

Despite efforts by moderate nonaligned countries to block it, the summit approved a 
North Korean demand for the withdrawal of foreign troops — implicitly American troops 


— from South Korea. 

The summit reiterated an earlier demand for “withdrawal of foreign troops” from 
Afghanistan — without mentioning the Soviet Union. Alongside about 20 references to the 
United States in the long document, the only reference to the Soviet Union was an appeal to 
join the United States to negotiate the demilitarization of the Indian Ocean. 

The summit backed Argentina’s daim to the Falkland Islands and expressed “grave 
concern” over British military activity in the South Atlantic, 

But there was long and often bitter confrontation between moderate and hard-line 
groups over the Vietnamese invasion of Cambodia, the Iran-lraq War and the Iranian 
effort to prevent the next nonaligned summit in 1986 being held in the Iraqi capital, 
Baghdad. The conflicts showed that the movement is deeply split along ideological lines 
despite Mis. Gandhi’s praise for its “display of unity.” 

Cambodia and the site of the eighth summit were the most intractable issues. No 
agreement was reached, and the summit left both issues unresolved. 

Iran tried to block a summit call for a ceasefire in its war with Iraq to reverse an 
earlier decision to award the 1986 summit to Baghdad. The summit agreed, after all-night 
wrangling in committee rooms, to appeal for “an immediate end to the war,” but dropped 
all mention of a ceasefire. The decisioa on the next summit was postponed to 1985. 

Throughout the sharply worded debates over the Gulf war, Iran had the full support of 
Libya, Syria and North Korea. 

Grenada’s militant leftist Prime Minis ter Maurice Bishop proposed that the world's 
developing countries refuse to repay their loans to Western banks — estimated at more 
than 5600 billion — if the West refused to revise the world’s financi al and monetary system 
to favor the Third World. Bishop called it the “bankruptcy weapon." 

To defeat this and similar divisive views by hard-liners on economic matters, Mrs. 
Gandhi and the moderates were forced to make concessions on the political front. 

Madagascar’s Marxist President Didier Ratsiraka was one of the few who criticized the 
Soviet bloc for not giving enough aid to the Third World. 


Klaus Barbie denies involvement in torture and murder 


LYON, France, March 13 (AP) — Former 
Nazi Gestapo chief Klaus Barbie has denied 
any involvement in torture, murder and the 
deportation of Jews and World War II resis- 
tance fighters to concentration camps, 
according to purported excerpts of a prison 
interview published Saturday. 

Le Progra de Lyon, generally viewed as a 
responsible newspaper, published portions of 
what it said were a Feb. 24 interview of Bar- 
bie by local investigating magistrate Christian 
Riss. 

State prosecutor Jean Bertheir issued a 
statement later Saturday saying none of the 
quotes attributed to Barbie had been fur- 


ntshed to the newspaper by Riss or any other 
court official. He did not deny the story’s 
authenticity. 

“ I never had anything to do with the depor- 
tation of Jews to Germany,” Le Progra 
quoted Barbie as saying. “My specific func- 
tions were the struggle against the resis- 
tance.” 

Barbie, known here as the “butcher of 
Lyon”, served as Nazi security police chief in 
this southern French city from 1942 to 1944. 
He was cxtradicted from Bolivia early last 
month and jailed here pending trial for 
crimes against humanity. 

“I did not know what was going on in the 


concentration camps,” be was quoted as say- 
ing. “You know that many people (inmates) 
came back from them. Personally, I had 
nothing to do with the deportation of Jews to 
Germany. There were two or three officers in 
the SD (SS security branch) responsible for 
that question 

“ It is certainly possible that 1 myself inter- 
rogated people,” Le Progra said Barbie told 
Riss. “But that was my job because it con- 
cerned important members of the resistance. 
I don’t remember personally having tortured 
the prisoners.” 

Barbie was tried twice in absentia by post- 
war French military tribunals and sentenced 


to death. Among the charges was that he 
personally tortured and then murdered 
French resistance leader Jean Moulin, who 
was elevated to national martyrdom follow- 
ing the liberation and the collapse of the 
Nazi -collaborationist Vichy government. 

Barbie, who fled to Bolivia in 1 951, cannot 
be sentenced on the basis of those convictions 
because of a 20-year statute of limitations. A 
new case against him is being developed. 

To date, he has been charged with the 
illegal arrest, torture and murder of 294 per- 
sons and the arrest and deportation of 
another 650 persons, half of them Jews, to 
the German concentration camps.

Tories scramble for 


LONDON, March 13 (R) — Prominent 
and long-standing members of Britain’s gov- 
erning Conservative Party have suddenly 
found themselves caught up in a scramble for 
political survival. 

Disputes over the selection of Conserva- 
tive candidates to contest the next general 
election, widely forecast for this year, have 
taken on all the bitterness of feuding more 
usually associated with the opposition Labor 
Plarty. 

The Conservatives, the party of Prime 
Ministers Peel and Disraeli in the last cen- 
tury, CburchiH and now Margaret Thatcher 
in this one, do not usually allow their rows to 
become unseemly public embarrassments. 


But allegations of “fixing’ and old scores 
being settled are being bandied about and 
ministers, among others, are rushing around 
the country trying to find a safe House of 
Commons seat. 

The main reason for the uproar is the 
change. a * the next election, to 650 seats in 
par liame nt from the present 635. The politi- 
cal map of Britain has literally been redrawn 
by a boundaries commission whose aim was 
to make electoral constituencies conform to a 
uniform aze. 

This means that parts of some constituen- 
cies will be merged with their neighbors, 
some will be split and new ones created, and 
others will disappear altogether. 


Sikhs draw action plan 


NEW DELHI, March 1 3, (AFP) — Nearly 
10,000 Sikhs are expected to pledge to make 
the “supreme sacrifice” for their party to 
posh their demands for greater autonomy 
and religious rights in the northwest state of 
Punjab, the Press Trust of India (PIT) 
reported. 

A program was announced by Harchand 
Singh Longowal, chairman of the Sikh Akali 
Dal (party) in Amritsar following a closed- 
door meeting of party leaders. He said the 
program would start on March 24 with public 
meetings and a wall poster campaign to force 
members of Prime Minister Indira Gandhi's 
Congress Party to resign from the state legis- 
lature where they hold 65 of the 1 17 seats. 

The second phase would involve blocking 
traffic on national highways in Punjab. The 


fina l stage would involve a pledge by 10,000 
Sikh volunteers at a temple on April 14 to 
make the “supreme sacrifice on the call of the 
party”, PTI quoted Longowal as saying. No 
details were given, however. The Sikhs have 
refused ro resume talks with the government 
after the first round collapsed last month. 


The party’s 36 state legislators and four 
deputies in the Indian parliament from Pun- 
jab have handed in their resignations to pro- 
test what they called the government's refusal 
of their demands, although it is not known 
whether they have been accepted. The Sikh 
leaders have since appealed to Congress 
Party legislators and deputies from Punjab to 
resign in solidarity with their colleagues in the 
Sikh party. 


China bans burial of the dead 


AMOY, China, March 13 (R) — The 
southern Chinese port town of Amoy has 
banned tbe burial of the dead and warned 
that corpses interred after April 1 will be dug 
up and cremated at tbe cost of the deceased* s 
family. An official notice pasted on walls in 
Amoy said tbe ban was part of the city’s plan 
to promote “Socialist civilization”. 

“Corpses privately buried will be dug up 
again by tbe municipal funeral management 
committee and cremated." the proclamation 
said. “The fee for the exhumation and crema- 
tion will be paid by tbe family of tbe 
deceased.” Those who refused to pay up would 
have tbe money deducted from their salaries, 
it added. 

Mao Tse-tung made cremation compul- 
sory in urban areas after he came to power in 
1949, but since his death six years ago tradi- 
tional burials have again become common in 
some regions. Tbe notice said another reason 
for the ban was the need to foster a good 
impression among foreigners visiting Amoy 
as it opens its doors again to tbe outside 
world. 

Bogota policy rejected 

--BOGOTA, March 13 (AFP) . — The 
~ Underground organization “Death ' to Kid- 
nappers” (MAS) rejected the government’s 
policy of seeking peace with Colombia's lef- 
tist guerrillas. The MAS claims to have 
“executed” 200 leftists since it was formed in 
December 1981. 

A MAS communique sent to a radio sta- 
tion here Saturday complained that Colom- 
bia’s conservative President Behsario Be tan- 
cur did not want to see the facts about keep- 
ing public order. 

The statement said the MAS was “the city 
dwellers’ response ... to armed robbers, who, 
protected by the amnesty, have gradually 
come out of jails to combat their liberators.” 
A prosecutor investigating the MAS charged 
last Feb. 19 that at least 59 regular army men 
belonged to it That accusation roused angry 
denials fry high-ranking military officers.

In another development, at least six crimi- 
nals have been executed in the southeastern 
Chinese province of Fujian, opposite 
Taiwao,siuce Feb. 1, according to court 
notices pinned to walls in Amoy. 

One notice said that two men. were shot on 
Feb. 5 for an abortive attempt to hijack a 
ferry with up to 900 persons on board to 
territory held by the Chinese Nationalists. It 
said 1 2 others were jailed for up to 12 years as 
accomplices in the hijack plot, which was first 
reported by a visiting Canadian television 
team a month ago. 

Two of the other criminals were executed 
for rape. A th^rd was executed for murder 
and the fourth for robbing several govern- 
ment officials 8y disguising himself as a doc- 
tor and rendering his victims unconscious 
while pretending to treat them for ailments. 

Tbe official Chinese press has reported at 
least a dozen executions this year for a variety 
of crimes including murder, rape and embez- 
zlement. But many more are believed to have 
taken place without being reported. 


Agca praises pope 


ANKARA, March 13 (R) — The Turkish 
newspaper Surriyet Sunday reproduced a let- 
ter from Mebmet Ali Agca, the Turk who 
shot Pope John Paul, in which tbe gunman 
expressed his regret and praised the pontiff 
for his “great humanity.” The reproduction 
showed a neat, handwritten letter, dated Feb. 
21,1 983. It was addressed to repeater Celat- 
tin Cetin. 

In tbe letter, Agca, now serving life impris- 
onment in Rome for the shooting on May 13, 
1981, said if he was allowed to speak publicly 
he would “explain tbe tragedy of terrorism 
and being a terrorist.”

On the opposition side, one of those 
pf footed is Tony Benn, the radical Socialist on 
Labor’s left wing whose Bristol Southeast 
constituency will be abolished. He, too, is 
casting around for new electoral turf. 

But all the controversy, at the moment, is 
within the ranks of the Conervatives. Two of 
Mrs. Thatcher’s treasury ministers. Chief 
Secretary Leon Brittan and Minister of State 
Jock Bruce- Gardyne, face fierce competi- 
tion. 

Brittan, a 43-year-old barrister (advocate) 
whose cabinet responsibility embraces afl 
government spending, and Bruce- Gardyne, a 
former diplomat aged 52, have been forced to 
join hundreds of other applicants and submit 
themselves to secret selection boards com- 
prising rank-and-file party members. Brittan 
is reported to have been passed over by some 
constituencies already and both he and 
Bruce-Gardyne are being challenged by Brit- 
ish Conservatives in the European Parlia- 
ment. 

The rush for a safe new political home has 
been described in the Daily Telegraph , whose 
colu mns are usually an accurate barometer of 
Conservative thinking, as a “traveling circus” 
of members of parliament. 

Perhaps more embarrassing for the Con- 
servatives are tbe allegations of Sir Anthony 
Meyer, member for the North Wales district 
of West Flintshire since 1970. On the new 
electoral map. West Flintshire will be no 
more. Sir Antbony, 62. has been West Flint- 
shire’s member of parliament since 1970 but 
now finds himself left out in tbe cold. 

His application to stand as Conservative 
candidate in a new Welsh seat was turned 
down in favoi of Beata Brookes, a sitting 
member of tbe European Assembly in Stras- 
bourg. 

Sir Antbony believes it is no coincidence 
that he was one of the few Conservatives in 
par liam ent who opposed Prime Minister 
Thatcher’s conduct of last year’s war with 
Argentina over tbe disputed Falkland 
Tdanris His liberal views on economic mat- 
ters have also annoyed tbe party hierarchy 
and are reported to have been a factor in his 
failure to get the seat. 

Sir Antbony was aggrieved and visibly dis- 
tressed by bis treatment and protested bit- 
terly in parliament to the secretary of state for 
Wales, Nicholas Edwards, that there were 
“care folly orchestrated maneuvers designed 
to remove me from my seat.” 

Both Sir Anthony and Geraint Morgan, 
another Conservative defeated by Miss 
Brookes, have asked party chairman Cecil 
Parkinson to order an independent inquiry 
into tbe affair. 

“There are a lot of very embarrassed peo- 
ple about right now,” one unidentified party' 
member was quoted as saying in tbeGaanhan 
newspaper. “Tbe Conservative Party does 
not do things like this, rowing in public.”

BONN, March 13 (R) — West German 
Chancellor Helmut Kohl starts negotiations 
for a new center-right coali tio n Monday, with 
a dispute over the question of a forced loan 
from tbe rich top of tbe agenda. - 

Kohl, whose five-month-old coalition was 
re-elected last Sunday, hopes to be afafe to 
name bis new cabinet by next weekend, polit- 
ical sources said. They said Bavarian leader 
Franz Josef Strauss bad virtually given up his 
bid for a key government post since the u&ezs 
effectively dashed Us dreams of. becoming 
foreign minister and would concentrate on 
forcing through policy concessions. 

Strauss’ « Christian Social Union (CSU), 
tbe ‘Bavarian ally of KohT s Christian Democ- 
rats (CDU), is insisting that the new coalition 
amend the law to turn tbe forced loan, meant 
to finance help for the budding industry, into 
a non- re payable levy. But Foreign Minister 
Hans- Dietrich Genscbef s Free Democrats 
(FDP) gave voters their word that tbe loan, 
raised from top earners this year and next, 
would be repaid as promised. 

The chancellor's conservative affiance 
changed course on the loan early in tbe cam- 
paign to counter charges of social injustice 
from tbe opposition Social Democrats 
(SPD). West German industrialists and emp- 
loyers’ leaders said last Friday they were 
ready to forgo repayment for the sake of con- 
tributing to economic revival. 

The SPD has fueled the dispute by offering 
ro vote with the conservatives to make the 
loan non-re payable if tire Free Democrats 
continue to refuse. That would put Kohl in an 
embarrassing position and political sources 
said it was more likely that some formula 
would be sought to postpone the issue,siace 
repayments not due to start until 1987.- 

The FDP emerged weakened from tbe dec- 
tion with 34 instead of its previous 53 /par- 
liamentary seats. Tbe party seems tifafeto 
have to abandon at least one of its four 
cabinet posts. J -

Windies off tight spot 


Kruehelnyskl’s goals clip flyers’ wings 


PORT OF SPAIN, Trinidad, March 13 
_ Captain Clive Lloyd and Larry 
Gomes overcame a poor start, in which the 
first three wickets fell tor one run, to seize the 
initiative for the West Indies by the end of the 
second day of the second cricket Test match 
against India here Saturday. 

Lloyd joined Gomes in their left-handed 
partnership after India’s opening bowlers had 
dismissed Desmond Haynes, Vivian 
Richards and Gordon Grec nidge with only 
one run on the board in reply to India's mod- 
est first innings total of 175. 

After a careful start, Lloyd took the attack 
to the bowlers while Gomes lent him steady 
support in an unbroken partnership worth 

103 for the third-wicket with the West Indies 

104 for three — only 71 behind with seven 
wickets standing. 

A dropped catch by wicketkeeper Syed 
Kirmani off off-spinner Venkatraghavan 
allowed Gomes to escape when he was 21. 
The total was then 64 for three and it was a 
critical mistake by the Indian vice-captain. 
By the close, Uoyd bad hit a she and six fours 
in an unbeaten 63, while Gomes was on 38 
with six fours. 

India, resuming at 44 for three, batted 
through the first session before lunch without 
losing a wicket as Mohinder Amarnath and 
Ravi Shastri defied the West Indies bowlers 
to go into the interval at 118 for three. 

Their fourth-wicket partnership, begun 
when overnight batsman Yasphal Sh arena 
was unable to continue because of a slight 
concussion caused by a blow on the helmet 
while batting on Friday, was worth 87 before 
Amarnath was dismissed for a courageous 
58. 

Fast bowlers Andy Roberts and Malcolm 
Marshall then sliced through the rest of the 
Indian batting, the last seven wickets toppling 
for 44 runs. Marshall finished the innings 
with five wickets, including that of Shastri 
(42), for 37 runs — the best figures of his Test 
career — and the West Indies were left two 
hours 20 minutes batting until the close of 


piay. 

The quick fell of the first three wickets left 
a crowd of 12,000 stunned before Uoyd and 
Gomes restored the balance m the home 
team’s favor. Haynes was caught by Kirmani

ORLANDO, Florida, March 13 (AP) — 
While golfs more glamorous names fired and 
fell back, kmgshot Mike Nicolette put 
together a windblown 71 and stretched his 
lead to an impressive six strokes Saturday in 
the third round of the $350,000 Bay Hill 
Classic. 

Nicolette, not yet a winner in five years of 
PGA tour activity but the leader all the way in 
this event, was the only man under par after 
54 holes over Arnold Palmer’s troublesome 
Bay Hffl Club course. , 

Nicolette completed 54 holes at 209, four 
under regulation figures. He led the first 
round by two shots, the second by three and 
now, the third by six — by two shots the 
biggest third-round margin of the season. 

And he left some of the world’s finest play- 
ers, scowling in frustration, far in his wake. 
“The tiring about it," said Australian Greg 
Norman, “Is that nobody put any beat on 
him. He just played along, conservative-type 
golf and didn't have to do anything cute or 
smart to try to shoot a low number."

However, only the 
Sautfia- W illiam s of world champion Keke 
Rosberg of Finland was chosen for the exper- 
iment, and the team’s other driver. French- 
man Jacques Lafitte, set off with a full tank. 

It was a bad day for Italian drivers, Alfa 
Romeo's Andrea de Cesaris did not even 
make the start after being disqualified Satur- 
day for refusing to drive onto the weigh- 
bridge. His compatriot Elio de Angelis hadto 
use the reserve Renault after the engine blew 
m his own. While Elio de Angelis 1 Lotus 
Renault had trouble on the warm up lap, 
Michele Alboreto was stow getting his Tyrrell 
off the starting grid. There were no suchprob- 


fems on tbe fr ont of tbe grid from whe re the 
three cars with half-filled petrol tanks surged 
ahead of the rest. 

Brazilian Nelson Piquet went ahead of 
Rosbergon the seventh lap and looked set to 
remain there, to tbe delight of the crowd. The

Then there was a 23-second gap before 
Alain Prost of France passed the pits In his 
Rena ult turbo. It began to look as if the 


refuelling scheme could pay off for tbe first 
time, after several unsuccessful attempts by 
Brabham last year. 

Meanwhile, Patrese began to have trouble 
with his car and had to slow down. Spectators 
switched their attention to John Watson, vet- 
eran of well over 100 Grand Prix, who was 
rising through the pack dramatically in his 
atmosfaperioHcngrncd McLaren.

One hundred years ago today, Karl Marx died In London after 
publishing hisCapitat A Critical Analysis of Capitalist Production. He 
advocated violent social, economic and political changes and con- 
demned the prevailing capitalism of the 19tb century. 

Marx is dead. So is Marxism, or nearly so, because it has failed to 
bring about the Socialist paradise that be had predicted. In fact, an 
objective study of Marxism and the ideas of Lenin who was the first to 
translate Marxism into a state, will show that Marx had almost 
completely misread the forces of history. Lenin, who employed utter 
brutality to impose communism on the Russian people has created a 
military superpower which, on its own admission, is still way behind 
the capitalist societies it is seeking to dominate. The Soviet Union, 
whose component states are in reality disguised colonies, may one 
day discover, if only the people have the freedom of expression, that 
Marxism-Leninism is a hoax. Its offshoot. Maoism, or the thoughts of 
Mao, which ushered communism into China, is already in disgrace. 

While at first Marx fired the imagination of the downtrodden 
masses of the rank capitalist societies of the West, it certainly misin- 
terpreted the market compulsions which later led to sweeping 
changes and the rise of a virile labor movement that brought about 
large-scale ameliorations in society and even went on to form gov- 
ernments in various countries and drastically change the laws of the 
land. 

Marx underestimated the resilience of the free enterprise system 
too and the adaptability of the free market’s ways of production, 
marketing and distribution of profits. At the same time, he assumed 
wrongly that the methods of production and marketing will remain 
static and thus continue to oppress manual labor. Mechanization and 
now robotry and computerization have wrought havoc with Marxism 
and left the Communist competitor panting for breath to catch up. 
Even Japan, which is a fraction of the Soviet Union in sure, resources 
and population, has a more vigorous and certainly stronger economy. 

That is as far as the economic disaster that Marxism has spelt. 
Worse is the almost total suppression of human freedoms that it has 
entailed. The dictatorship of the proletariat is a lie. Poland has 
disproved it already. And almost all the guarantees of liberty m the 
Soviet constitution have been denied and there is not one single free 
newspaper in all the 1 8 countries where rale is based on Marxism and 
in the rest of the Marxist-inspired states which toe the Soviet line.

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ADC film to educate Americans on Beirut carnage

HOUSTON - 

Dr. Ghassan Issa, a Lebanese pediatrician who 
came to the United States with a group of war- 
injured children under the auspices of the Arab- 
American Anti- Discrimination Committee’s 
(ADC) Save Lebanon program to receive medical 
treatment, recently spoke to a Houston audience of 
Arab- Americans at a viewing of the A DC- 
produced film. The Summer of *82. 

The film provided background information on 
the suffering of these children, and of their families 
and friends who survived the summer of *82 in 
Lebanon, which began with the Israeli invasion on 
June 6. “Bringing these children here was a very 
good step,” said Dr. Issa. “But it is the first step. 
The problem is still in Lebanon. 

Hie film showed the incessant bombing of 
civilians’ homes and of Beirut's hospitals, and the 
tragically massive degree of suffering that ensued. 
Dr. Amal Shamaa*, a Lebanese- American working 
at the Barbir Hospital in Beirut at the time of the 
Israeli attack, said in the film that the Barbir Hospi- 
tal had been hit repeatedly, one time killing six 
patients when a shell crashed through the waQ. Red 
Cross officials had provided Israeli officials with 
detailed maps locating all of West Beirut’s hospi- 
tals, yet most were forced to dose because of con- 


tinued Israeli bombing and shelling. Dr. Shamaa' 
did not believe these repeated shellings of hospitals 
could be ’mistakes.* 

She said the injuries sustained by victims of last 
summer’s Israeli attack were different from any 
suffered in previous wars. “The kinds of injuries 
that we've seen are very different from any that 
we've seen before. We've been used to shells, more 
sh e lls , and bullets,’' she said. “We’ve not been used 
to the air bombings, we've not been used to the 
duster bombs, we've not been used to the very large 
proportion of people coming in severely muti- 
lated.” 

The film showed graphically the suffering of 
Beirut’s civilian population: those alive, with 
bloody, mangled bodies, lost limbs and severely 
burned skin, victims of schrapneL, duster bombs, 
and air attacks including phosphorous bombs; and 
areas of ground covered with blue-gray ashen 
bodies, fatalities of the phosphorous bombings. 
Phosphorous penetrates the skin, burning inward. 

lire purpose of producing the film was to make 
the facts available for all Americans to see in order 
to create awareness about what happened, and con- 
tinues to happen. Many children were victims of 
various Israeli bombs they had picked up in the 
streets and yards. On television, a Lebanese army 
officer explained the dangers of unexploded anti- 
personnel bombs to the children of Beirut. Hie dis- 
played and described the duster bombs, a bomb 


called the “baf which explodes in the air, killing 
those in the area, and one dubbed the “football" 
which explodes in two stages, killing first the person 
bolding h, while a delayed second explosion might 
kill others. “So many of the children we're treating 
have been injured by objects they’ve picked up 
from the ground,” said Dr. Shamaa'. 

The purpose of the ADC Save Lebanon program 
is to help treat some of the badly injured children 
and young adults, because medical facilities in 
Lebanon are limited. “We have good medical ser- 
vices,” stud Dr. Issa, “But limited capacity.” 
Another group, consisting mainly of young adults, 
an am pared victims, will arrive in the United States 
within the next two weeks. The Save Lebanon prog- 
ram hopes to treat SO war-injured children. Yet, as 
Dr. Issa said, the problem still is in Lebanon. 

Some 30,000 people have been wounded in 
Lebanon. Four thousand of them are children. Dr. 
Issa feels thankful to have seen the first 13 children 
come to the United States for treatment, and looks 
forward to the arrival of the rest who will come. 
However, this is only a short-term plan. There are 
so many wounded left behind in Lebanon who 
require treatment, and Lebanon must be recon- 
structed and equipped with more medical facilities 
in order to take care of its injured citizens. 

“There are lots of others, their sisters and 
brothers, who need medical care,” said Dr. Issa. 
“The hard part will be trying to help in reconstruc- 


tion and development of new Lebanon. We need 
medical centers and social centers, and aH sorts of 
fjigfl itt ^ i , to take care of all who are still there — 
centers that all of the people can afford.” _ . _ 

Dr. Issa does not believe that tbe killing has 
ended. “There are still more tragedies to come and 
there are still more massacres to happen, especially 
in the south of Lebanon,” he predicted. “You will 
find Lebanese people and Palestinian people killed 
in the south of Lebanon and thrown somewhere.” - 

Dr. Issa said there is a sort of restructuring in the 
south of Lebanon now, but it is an Israeli restractnr- / 
rag, a “process of de-Lebanization, of de- . 
Arabization. Frankly” he added, “we are losing the 
south of Lebanon. AD of the ex perience that the 
Israelis have gotten in the West Bank, they ale 
applying now in the south of Lebanon. We are 
losing that part. Something must be done.” ! 

Some of tbe work that can be done is m the ' 
United States, Dr. Issa said. “This is the job of the 
Arab- Americans. This is the job of raising the gen- /;- 
eral consciousness here, among Arab- Americans 
and among Americans.” To help in this awareness 
process, the ADC will make its informative film, 
The Summer of *82, available to all groups and 
organizations who request it. The Save Lebanon 
program will help relieve tbe physical suffering of 
some of Lebanon’s victims, butit is the entire coun- 
try Alt cries out for repair. 


Reagan’s anti- Communist cry 


saps White House credibility

WASHINGTON - 

Proposed American military aid for El Salvador 
grew and grew last week as the Reagan administra- 
tion rushed to tackle a crisis on its back doorstep 
that threatens political discord at home and con- 
tinuing embarrassment abroad. 

In the process, the government showed itself 
alm ost as much at internal odds as when the tem- 
peramental Alexander Haig was in charge of fore- 
ign policy. One of tbe notable victims of this week' s 
panic at the White House and State Department is 
the reputation for calm competence thus far 
enjoyed by George Shultz, Haig’s successor as sec- 
retary of state. The sums of money — the administ- 
ration now wants a further $110 million — are 
peanuts in a U.S. budget that floats on red ink.“r ve 
known government departments spill that much 
over a weekend," joked Reagan himself. And the 
commitment of American forces is as yet insignific- 
ant, just 54 “trainera” at tbe last count. 

But on Monday, battle will be joined on Capitol 
H31 with some of the bitter intensity aroused by tbe 
Vietnam War. The ghost of those not so distant 
years haunts every action that the president prop- 
oses. “There is no parallel whatsoever with Viet- 
nam," Reagan asserted this week, and then sought 
to make a distinction between dominoes that fall 
(Southeast Asia) and cancer that spreads (Central 
America). 

In effect, be has been telling tbe American people 
for tbe past week or so — since the El Salvador crisis 
escaped once more from its inadequately corked 
bottle — that Vietnam had nothing on El Salvador 
in terms of the safety of the United States. Vietnam 
was a faraway country, of which tbe Americans 
once knew little; El Salvador, as Reagan put it, “is 
nearer to Texas than Texas is to Massachusetts.” If 
El Salvador “goes down the lubes”, so runs the 
Reagan thesis. Central America will collapse under 
Communist sway, followed rapidly by Mexico: 
overnight a Marxist guerrilla army would be poised 


on the banks of the Rio Grande threatening the 
mother of tbe free world herself. Tbe battle for an 
impoverished, benighted country the size of a small 
U.S. state is, therefore, the battle for every Ameri- 
can homestead. 

" It is not nutmeg that is at stake in the Caribbean 
and Central America. It is tbe United States’ 
national security ” Reagan told the audience of 
businessmen which he selected on Thursday for tbe 
opening of bis campaign to persuade tbe nation and 
Congress that what is at issue is freedom itself. If the 
United States had to point her guns southward, her 
capacity to defend allies and interests elsewhere in 
the globe would be drastically reduced. 

Reagan's problem in Congress is that he has built 
a political career largely on rhetorical anti- 
communism; like Hilaire Belloc's Matilda, every 
rime Ire now shouts “fire", they tend to answer 
“little liaf” . If Reagan's philosophy is suspect, espe- 
cially among tbe growing number of Democratic 
congressmen who visit Central America regularly, 
and have seen its inequalities and corruptions, who 
know that there is at least as much innocent blood 
on tbe hands of tbe security forces as on the bands of 
the guerrillas, his political tactics have been crude 
and unconvincing. 

Tbe present crisis crept swiftly upon the 
administration. When Shultz took office last sum- 
mer, a private State Department briefing paper 
assured him “the trend of events in Central 
America is now running in oui favor” . Tbe El Sal- 
vador elections of last March, at which a high prop- 
ortion of people voted for an interim assembly, had 
clearly bought tune. 

But while the United States looked elsewhere, 
and tire grossly overworked Shultz Died to sort out 
the world’s ills, tbe provisional Salvadoran govern- 
ment failed to make progress, murders continued 
and the insurgents began to win crucial psychologi- 
cal victories. The last Congress ran out of time, and 
instead of authorizing the $80 million in military aid 
that the administration wanted, gave only $26 mil- 


lion. 

At the same time the "pragmatists” within the 
State Department — those officials who were keep- 
ing their eye on the bafl, and knew that military 
victory was an illusion — began subtly trying to alter 
U.S. policy. The ambassador to San Salvador was 
authorized to make a tough speech wanting rightists 
that death squads were destroying tbe country 
“every bit as much as the guerrillas”, and an inter- 
nal document outlining a** two-track” approach of 
war and negotiation was drawn up. 

Such moves woke up the White House, and the 
offending State Department officials — most .not- 
ably Thomas Enders, tbe man in charge of inter- 
American affairs — were reined in. Control of pol- 
icy was assumed by National Security Adviser Wil- 
liam Dark, a close Reagan confidant and the man 
-wbo, at his first Senate confirmation hearing, had 
trouble identifying Africa on tbe map. 

Jeane Kirkpatrick, tbe U.S. ambassador to the 
U.N., wbo has always been very pally with right- 
wing authoritarian regimes in Latin America, was 
dispatched on a fact-finding mission, and returned 
with tbe opinion that if El Salvador were to fall, 
then indeed the whole area would soon be in the 
hands of Cuban-controlled regimes. She encour- 
aged immediate milhary aid — then put at $60 
milLiofl, but the figure soon grew. Enders and col- 
leagues were rushed to Capitol Hill to prepare tbe 
way for fresh money requeks, and broad hints were 
dropped that the role and number of U.S. trainers 
(“advisers” is a taboo word since Vietnam) might 
be upgraded. 

It was then that the hastily prepared administra- 
tion assault began to fall apart, with one official 
clai m i ng , for example, that the Salvadoran forces 
only bad ammunition left for 30 days, while another 
said that tbe calculation was based on the event of 
an invasion by 40,000 Nicaraguan troops — an 
event about as likely as a landing from Mars. 

Shultz started to sound like Haig, railing against 
“churchmen who want to see Soviet influence in El 
Salvador improved”, and denouncing negotiations

A sovereign nation nearins bicentenar 


U.S. law fails to reach Haudenosaunee

NEDROW, New York (R) - The 
sovereign nation of the Haudenosaunee 
stands in northern New York State, just south 
of Syracuse. 

It appears in few reference books, has not 
joined the United Nations and lacks an 
embassy in Washington because it is a bit 
short of funds. But it issues its own passports, 
is recognized by the governor of New York, 
and is within sight of its bicentenary. 

So when fugitive American Indian leader 
Dennis Banks sought to escape a jail term, it 
was no accident that be turned up last Janu- 
ary in the land of the Haudenosaunee, where 
be remains, maintaining successfully so far 

that be is beyond the reach of U.S. law. To the 

U.S. government, the 7300-acre nation is 
the Onondaga Indian Reservation. But its 
inhabitants, stubbornly dinging to treaties 
made with George Washington in 1788 and 
1794, refuse to be counted in the census or 
drafted and only grudgingly use a New York 
postal address (Onondaga nation, via Ned- 
row, New York). 

The Onondagas, one of the six nations of 
the Iroquois confederacy, are known as one 
of the most militant American Indian com- 
munities because of their insistence on 
sovereignty. “The six nations .were never 
conquered”, said Joe Heath, a Syracuse 
lawyer who has handled several cases for the 
confederacy. “When the first treaty was 
signed, they were in a stronger position than 
the original states.” 

The traditional Onondagas believe the 
government denies their rights to territory, 
cultural integrity and sovereignty because it 
wants their land and natural resources. “The 
government is trying to extinguish our tradi- 
tions for the reason of land,” said Leon 
Shenandoah, chief of the Onondagas and 


Grand Sachem (chief) of the Iroquois con- 
federacy. “We’re in the cultural trenches,” 
said aootber Onondaga chief. Oren Lyons. 
“If s bard work being an Indian.” 

In their heyday in the mid- 1 7th century, 
the Iroquois controlled territory running 
from Maine to Chicago, from Ottawa to Ten- 
nessee. 

Today the six nations — Onondaga, 
Oneida, Seneca, Cayuga, Mohawk and Tus- 
carora — range from the Senecas’ 50,000 
acres to the Oneidas’ 32-acre Caravan Park 
in western New York. The Onondagas are 
the keepers of the symbolic council fires and 
their Longbouse is the six nations' headquar- 
ters. 

Other tribes have in recent years reaf- 
firmed their claims to sovereignty, based on 
some 371 treaties and other agreements. But 
the six nations have led the way. A spokes- 
man at the U.S Bureau of Indian Affairs, 
which administers the country’s 283 federally 
recognized reservations, said the Indians 
were “dependent sovereigns." “The Indians, 
to put it bluntly, were overcome by the Euro- 
pean settlers that came in here.” he said. 
“Dependent sovereignty has limitadonson it. 
You can't have one country inside anotther. 
One has to be top dog and it happens to be the 
United States.” 

But a spokesman for New York Governor 
Mario Cuomo said: “He recognizes the 
sovereignty of the Indian nation. He recog- 
nizes the treaties of the 1790s with regard to 
their position.” The onoodaga county sheriff, 
who has jurisdiction over the Onondaga 
reservation, does not enter it without pennis- 
sion. Which is why Dennis Banks, a founder 
of the American Indian'Movenient (AIMjl 
remains there, defying a 1973 conviction for 
riot and assault in South Dakota. “Our posi- 
tion on Banks is that if s the same as if be was 
in Canada or Mexico,” said Sheriff John Dff-

Siberia tribesmen lead 
a wild, hard existence

KHATTYSTYR, Siberia (R) — The vic- 
ious wolves that prey on the reindeer herds 
of the lough Evenk tribesmen in the cold 
and empty taiga of eastern Siberia now face 
a formidable new enemy in the centuries- 
old feud. 

Fat the fiery Eskimo-like people no 
longer race after them through snow- 
covered forests on reindeer-driven sleighs, 
but hunt with helicopters and snowmobiles. 

* Little else from modern civilization 
seems to have made inroads into the tradi- 
tions of these people who still lead a wild 
and hard existence. Their clothing, from 
thick fur hats to stout baby boots is all made 
from reindeer hide. Their food, berries and 
roots of the remote Siberian woodland, is 
the same as that of the animals. 

Squatting in a warm, smoke-fiQed yurt 
(quitted tent) Igor Maximov, the leader of a 
group of fur-clad hunters excitedly discus- 
sing a successful chase, explained the 
change. The sleighs were too slow, he said. 
“We use a helicopter to track them, and 
then the snowmobiles.” 

Although many Evenks now live in farm 
settlements with wooden bouses, gas heat- 
ing and television, the Soviet authorities 
have evidently respected the wishes of those 
who want to maintain the free, im tram- 
meled life of their ancestors. 

These proudly demonstrate their tradi- 
tional skills by steering wooden sleighs, 
each drawn by a pair of .strong white rein- . 
deer, at terrific speeds along twisting frozen 
tracks. 

As for the snowmobiles and helicopters 


— which are piloted by Russians and fly in 
from a nearby base — the hunters say they 
see these as a welcome addition to their 
armory. 

“We can now protect our herds much 
more effectively and as a result the numbers 
have steadily gone up,” Igor explained. 
Larger herds mean that all the hunters 
benefit, for they are officially employed by 
the Aldanslri state farm and are paid by the 
number of reindeer they turn in each year 
for slaughter. 

At Khattystyr. center of the farm, village 
chief Viktor Martinov explained that the 
inhabitants also breed sable, squirrels, 
hares and muskrats a for their pelts. 

For a good sable the farm is paid 200 
rubles ($277), although the same skin may 
go for up to $2,000 at the regular fur auc- 
tions in Leningrad. But reindeer remain 
Aldanskfs mam industry and more than i 
12,000 wander across the farm's territory, 
nearly tbe size of Wales. 

Khattystyr is about two hours by road 
from the nearest town. Aldan, a gold center, 
but within the area of the farm there are no 
roads at all. To reach tbe hunters’ yurt set- 
tlement takes another two hours along fro- 
zen rivers and bumpy woodland trails. 

Martinov said tbe farm produces 3,000 
deer pehs and 250 tons of reindeer meat a 
year, bringing in 600,000 rubles ($ 
835,000). a sum the 1,300 Evenk inhabit- 
ants could only have dreamed of before 
Aldanslri was founded in 1971. 

The Evenks are one of tbe smallest of tbe 
Soviet Union's 100 nationalities. Stocky, 
with Mongol features, they are distantly 
related to tbe Eskimos and Indians of North 
America. . 
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Banks, citing a personal feud with tbe 
South Dakota governor, says be fears for his 
life if he returns there, but has offered to 
serve his sentence in New York. Cuomo said 
recently be would agree to (bis if it could be 
legally arranged. So while tbe lawyers haggle. 
Banks waits in the land of the 
Haudenosaunee. 

Tfie Onondagas receive funds for health, 
education and welfare but do not vote or pay 
taxes except on income earned off tbe reser- 
vation. There are believed to be several 
hundred people on the reservation, but chief 

Shenandoah said he did not know the exact 
figure because “we always include seven gen- 
erations ahead (future generations) „. Can 


you count them?” 

The traditional Onondagas bold seasonal 
ce remonies four times a year. The chiefs meet 
whenever necessary in the Longbouse, dis- 
cussing everything in tbe Iroquois language. 

In 1974, all non- Indians were evicted from 
the reservation because too many had settled 
there, which was leading to a breakdown in 
traditional law, Chief Lyons said. Both he 
and Chief Shenandoah insisted this was not a 
militant stance. The Haudenosaunee were 
only demanding their rights and “trying to 
stay alive.” “ We’re a small nation compared 
to when we were in power so many years ago. 
But principles don’t diminish” said Chief 
Lyons. “ We know what freedom is. If s one of 
tbe greatest gifts we ever gave you people." 


Brazil’ s ‘ poor Africas’ 


FORTALEZA, Brazil (R) — A baby girl 
lies in a cot in a creche looking up with large, 
appealing brown eyes. 

She looks only one or two months old. but 
has already had her first birthday. Her 
development, both physical and mental, has 
been severely retarded by inadequate diet. 

Her mother, one of the legions of Brazilian 
poor who do not earn enough to eat properly, 
had fed her on just rice, beans and maize until 
her admission to tbe nursery in Fortaleza 
recently. 

The child is lucky in one respect. Her 
atrophied brain has suffered irreparable 
damage, but she is still alive. Thousands of 
others die before the age of two. 

Fortaleza is the capital of Char a, one of the 
nine states in the impoverished Brazilian 
northeast suffering from a four-year drought 
which has caused a rural exodus to tbe towns. 

The baby girl is just one of millions of 
poverty-stricken, undernourished, unedu- 
cated children throughout Brazfl. 

Eduardo de Castro Bezerra Netto, presi- 
dent of the Child Welfare Foundation of 
Ceara, estimates that about 30 million chil- 
dren under 1 8 are in need of care and protec- 
tion in Brazil — about 25 percent of the coun- 
try’s population. 

Bezena told Reuters that only 600,000 of 
those 30 million receive some form of atten- 
tion. 

Poverty in Brazil is widespread throughout 
the interior and on the periphery of fast- 
growing cities such as Rio de Janeiro and Sao 
Paulo where the poor converge and set up 
shantytowns. 

The urban problems are exacerbated by 
peasants, many coming from tbe drought- 
stricken interior in search of jobs, and others 
who invade towns looking for a better life. 

Ceara and tbe other northeastern states are 
as poor .in places as the poorest- African 
nations, despite Brazes status of a newly 
indust rialized d eveloping country. Most of 


tbe riches of industrialization have been con- 
fined to tbe center and south. 

Ceara has six million inhabitants, of which 
two million under the age of 18 are in need of 
care and protection. Some 500,000 of these 
are in Fortaleza. 

But Bezena admits that Ins work today 
only scrapes the surface of tbe problem. In 
tbe whole of Ceara state only 36,000 children 
under 18 receive any form of attention, or 
one for every 55 in need of care. Up to half 
those in care have mental problems brought 
on by malnutrition. 

The infant mortality rate in tbe poor areas 
of Fortaleza is high. “Around 50 percent of 
children die before tbe age of two.” Bezerra 
said. 

Few poor people practice family planning. 

“It’s the low income groups that have tbe 
most children, some five or 1 0,” Bezerra said. 
“To be Frank, if s the only distraction they 
get,” he said. 

“Ifs the education of the mother that 
determines the size of tbe family, and these 
women have little education,” be added. 

Some 30.000 people live in tbe shanty- 
town of Mucuripe in the center of Fortaleza. 
Tbe Child Welfare Foundation cares for 
many youngsters in a creche there run by 
qualified staff. 

A nurse shows photographs of two children 
admitted as skinny babies a year ago and 
shows the same children in their cots today. 
They look healthy physically, but are 
retarded mentally. “Hundreds more like 
them die without assistance.” Bezena said. 

A local orphanage has 20 or 30 children 
from the age of seven upward. Most look 
happy, although they appear not fully 
developed for their age. “ Many children of 
seven andeight have a mental age of four due 
to malnutrition. Bezena said. 

Once the children are six. they must go to 
other care centers where they can stay, if 
necessary, until the age of 1 8. “The problem 
in tbe end is that few ever want to leave ” said 
one welfare worker. 


Thailand’ s royal rainmaker

BANGKOK (LOS) Thiland is fighting its 
annual droughts with a combination of hope 
and chemicals. The severe dry season 
droughts which evey summer reduce 
thousands of formers to poverty are the target 
of Bangkok's Royal Rammaking Institute, 
set up under the patronage of the monarch. 

King Bbumibol Adufyadej. whose main 
interest is agricultural development, was 
shown American methods of spraying clouds 
with chemicals to make snow on a trip to the 
United States in tbe 1960s. He decided the 
techniques should be adapted to his country’s 
tropical climate to make rain, and after pro- 
longed feasibility studies tbe institute was 
launched in 1975. 

In northern Thailand monks have tradi- 
tionally presided over colorful rocket- 
shooting rites to pray for rain — and they are 
now keen to incorporate chemicals among 
tbe starshells. 

Daily reports on the institute' s progress are 
telexed to tbe king' s Bangkok palace where 
be keeps a data bank on Thailand’s climatic 
trends, agricultural problems and irrigation 
needs. 

Thai rammaking scientists claim an 80 per- 
cent success rate in areas where they have 
sprayed clouds, but funds are limited and 
there have never been enough aircraft or 
chemicals to make much impression on tbe 
acres of browning crops. 

One problem is getting the rain to hit the 
right target, especially near Thailand’s bor- 
ders. Sometimes rainmakers succeed in pro- 
ducing a line of rain clouds only to find them 
scudding away into Laos or Kampuchea. No 
joke when one operation costs around 
$3,500 a day! 

Still tbe rainmakers have conjured up rain 
over the rubber plantations of the south, the 


maize and paddy fields in the center and 
north, and tbe orchards in tbe east. Mobile 
teams respond to formers’ complaints of 
drought and aim to stay in an area until tbe 
fanners report their crops have survived. 

“We start at dawn sending up a balkxm 
with a radio transmitter which tells us the 
temperature and humidity at various levels," 
says the institute's director, Metha 
Rajataprd. “These readings are compared 
with forecasts from our mobile weather 
radar. Then if tbe wind is not too strong and 
the humidity reasonably high, we fly in to 
assist nature.” 

Sacks of powdered chemicals, including 
salt and dry ice, are emptied out of the air- 
craft at heights of up to 10,000 feet to force 
the clouds to release moisture. “Initially we 
tried to spray the chemicals but they tend to 
solidify at a height,” says Metha. “Now we 
just chuck them out by hand. 

“Sometimes there’s only a little rain,” he 
admits.” A high humidity is viltal for a really 
good downpour.” 

Metha blames slow progress on his low 
budget. Tbe institute has to use un pressur- 
ized planes which can only be flown up to a 
limited height and can only carry small loads. 

“If we fly figber where tbe pressure and 
temperature are lower we could get more 
moisture. Rain clouds naturally drop only 
about 10 to 20 percent of their water. Our 
chemicals force out about 40 to 50 percent. 
At freezing point we could get around 70 
percent.” 

Tbe director blames tbe successive 
droughts on deforestation. “Thailand never 
used to suffer such severe droughts,” he says, 
“but deforestation has left only a quarter of 
our trees still standing. Trees are essential to 
maintain moisture in tbe soil and humidity in 
the atmosbpere and without them you cannot 
hope to get much rain." _

Alaska’s Fur Rendezvous 
shakes off winter chains

ANCHORAGE — It s difficult to 
believe that in minus-21 -degree (Celsius) 
weather anyone would be in the mood for a 
festival. But thafs just what happens in 
Anchorage, the largest city in America's 
northernmost state, Alaska. Ifs called tbe 
Fur Rendezvous. 

“The Fur Rendezvous is an annual celeb- 
ration that Anchorage puts on to celebrate 
the beginning of the end of winter. Ifs a 
time for people to come out of their homes 
and say, ‘Yahoo! We're shaking off the 
chains of winter and we're licking cabin 
fever (tired of having to stay inside because 
of bad weather)!* ” 

That' s Vicki Johnson, publicity director 
for the Anchorage Fur Rendezvous. The 
festival has been going on for 48 years. But 
the Fur Rendezvous is based on a tradition 
that dates back to tbe early 1700s. At that 
time, fur trappers would spend as many as 
eight months at a stretch trapping for their 
furs. Afterward, they would gather near 
what is now Anchorage to sell their furs, 
buy supplies, and share some friendly fel- 
lowship before returning to tbe wilderness. 
The trappers came on horseback, on foot, 
or by canoe. Those who came from the for 
north across the frozen tundra traveled by 
dog sled, often traveling as far as 1.600 
kilometers to these winter gatherings. 

After trading their furs, these rough 
pioneers would amuse themselves with 
races, horseback riding and wrestling con- 
tests. 

The unofficial gatherings continued until 
1 916 when the dty of Anchorage was estab- 
lished. As tbe city grew, everyone became 
interested m celebrating the return of the 
for traders. City leaders scheduled whiter 
carnivals to coincide with this event. 

Then, for a period of several years, inter- 
est in the winter carnivals waned. But in 
1935, things began to turn around. Vicki 
Johnson explains what happened. 

“There was a group of hockey players 
who had gone to a hockey game in Fair- 
banks (another Alaskan city). And they 
were so impressed with the community 


spirit up there that they decided to come 
back and put on their own festival. They 
organized a few sporting events... and they 
combined the for auction with tbe hockey : 
games and the other sporting events. And ] 
that was tbe beginning of the Fur Rendezv- 
ous.” 

The Fur Rendezvous has grown into one 
of tbe ten largest festivals in tbe United i 
States. People from around tbe world rec- I 
ognize tbe Anchorage Fur Rendezvous 
because it sponsors four annual world 
championships. Tbe most popular of these 
is the world championship sled dog races 
where teams of dogs pull loaded sleds. The 
dog mus hers — as the human contestants 
are called — and their dogs come from as far 
away as West Germany to participate. 

Explains Johnson: “Tbe dog sled race is 
run over a three-day period, and tbe dogs 
are run 40 kilometers each day. They start 
from downtown Anchorage and they do a 
40- kilometer loop. The dogs aren't the only 
ones to do the hard work. The m ushers 
don’t just stand on the back of the sleds and 
ride along. It takes a lot of stamina.” 

But in another festival contest, it is tbe 
dog that does tbe work. The event is the 
World Championship Dog Weight-pulling 
Contest. Unlike the other event which 
involves several dogs, only one dog is used 
in this contest. The dog is attached to a 
weighted sled and coaxed into pulling the 
sled across a finish line 31 meters away. The 
dog that pulls tbe most weight in its class 
wins. 

There are many other competitive games 
as well. For example, there are softball 
(baseball) games where the players have to 
wear snowshoes (unwieldy equipment that 
allows the wearers to walk in deep snow 
without smiting)! And there is the Frostbite 
Foot Race. If s really not as bad as it sounds. 
Tbe contestants are permitted to wear shoes 
— but not snow boots. There’s even a 
parade to start the ten-day festival, which is 
held in February. 

More than 4,500 volunteers axe involved 
in putting the Fur Rendezvous together 
each year. j 


Fortune smiling on Macao

MACAO (R) — A century and a half ago 
tbe upstart British colony of Hong Kong 
replaced this tiny Portuguese possession as 
the Wesf s gateway to China. 

After three centuries of dominance Macao 
went into slow decline, its harbor silting up, 
its economy kept precariously afloat on the 
profits of gold dealing. 

But fortune has spun full circle. While 
Hong Kong’s economy is taking a battering 
from a combination of world recession and 
political problems with China, Macao is look- 
ing forward to a modest renaissance. 

British Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher’s stiff-necked defense last 
November of the legality of 19th-century 
treaties under which her country rules Hong 
Kong provoked a sharp Chinese reaction 
which shook business confidence in tbe col- 
ony. 

• Peking says tbe treaties were unequal and 
imposed by force and intends to regain 
sovereignty over the colony. A British lease 
on tbe bulk of it runs out in 1997. 

Local residents believe the British have 
only themselves to blame for Hong Kong's 
predicament. Do Macao, tbe more pliant Por- 
tuguese have no such problems. There is a 
gentlemen’s understanding that if China 
wants the Portuguese to leave they have only 
to say so. 

Meanwhile it is a patch of Chinese territory 
administered for the convenience of both 
parties by tbe Portuguese. The economic 
benefits to be gained from this relaxed rela- 
tionship have just been underlined by a 
remarkable, if little publicized, agreement 
signed here -this month.

Some Portuguese wonder whether the 
agreement might not be intended to give a 
political lesson to the British — that those 
who abandon political positions based upon a 
colonial legacy can expect preferential treat- 
ment from Peking. 

The project, if fully implemented, would 
reclaim 110 hectares of land from Macao's 
outer harbor. This would give space for 
homes for 100,000 persons — a fourth of 
Macao's current population — as well as 
offices. 

The Portuguese would put up only a frac- 
tion of the cost, with China bearing the rest, 
and Macao would rake in 50 percent of the 
profits from tbe sale of the reclaimed land to 
private development companies. 

Although modest, Macao's economy is 
healthy with no external debt. Since taking 
office 18 months ago t he go vernor. Rear 
Admiral Vasco de Almeida e Coast has given 

priority to developing Macao's infrastructure 
as a base for economic development. 

New transmission schemes to bring power 
from China are in hand, optical fiber technol- 
ogy is being used to replace the telephone 
system and satellite communications will be 
introduced shortly. These moves wiQ give 
impetus to Macao's development as a finan- 
cial center. 

Admiral Almeida e Costa told Renters in 
an Interview that about 30 foreign banks had 
applied to open offices in Macao. Nine had 
recently opened branch offices and applica- 
tions to open offshore banking units were 
being studied. 

He said the territory hoped to benefit from 
a transfer of capital by investors nervous 
about Hong Kong’s future.

Morocco to do away 
‘free imports’ 



RABAT, March 13 (R) — - Morocco has 
decided to abolish “free imports?’ for a very 
brief period pending the institution of a new 
system for the control of foreign trade, the 
Moroccjrone ws age ncy MAP said Saturday. 

The agency quoted Commerce Minister 
Azzeddioe Quessons as announcing the step 
Friday and stipulating that it would be “for a 
very short penod pending the institution of a 
global policy^ for trade. 

Up to now Moroccan imports have been 
divided mto three lists. Oik covered most 
capital and consumer goods and allowed 
them to be imported freely after a simple 
banking formality. 

A second category of imports required 
prior exchange control and Minis try of 


Commerce authorizations, and a third list 
covered prohibited imports. The first list has 
been abolished and all hems on it have been 
transferred to the second, according to a 
Commerce Ministry circular to commercial 
banks. 

Business leaders in Casablanca, where 
most of Morocco’s foreign trade is con- 
ducted, said they believed the measure was 
taken because the country’s foreign exchange 
reserves had reached an extremely low level. 

According to provisional government fig- 
ures, the Moroccan trade deficit reached a 
record 13.20 billion dirhams (over $2 billion) 
last week. An increase in the energy import 
biU, a decline in phosphate exports and the 
rise in value of the U.S. dollar were held 
mainly to blame.

EMS faces severe strain 
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LONDON, March 13 (AFP) - The Euro- 
pean Monetary System (EMS), which links 
most Common Market currencies in a bloc 
floating jointly against the U.S. dollar, has 
again come under considerable strain in the 
wake of the recent West German and French 
elections. 

Following the resounding triumph of West 
German Chancellor Helmut Kohl and his 
Christian Democrats in the legislative (par- 
liamentary) elections of March 6 and the 
sharp defeat of the French Socialists and 
Communists in French municipal elections 
on the same date, the French franc immedi- 
ately came under strong p r e ssu re in the EMS 
and the mark rose as other curre nc ies were 
dumped in favor of foe powerful Wes t Ger- 


man fund. 

On Monday, the day after foe two elec- 
tions, the French allowed foe franc to fan to a 
record low against the mark within the EMS 
in an attempt to stave off a devaluation, 
which would be the third since the ruling 
Socialist- Communist coalition came to 
power in the spring of 1981. The French gov- 
ernment desperately wants to avoid the 
opprobrium of another devaluation — but 
foe speculators were betting that a realign- 
ment in the EMS had become a necessity, 
with the franc perhaps dropping by as mud) 
as 10 percent against the mark. 

The franc remained under strong p re ss ure 
all week, in advance of the second round of 
the municipa] elections cm March 13. 


Reluctant Thatcher bows to pressure on limiting oil output

With intense activity in London last week centered on the 
efforts of Saudi Arabia and other Gulf states to restore a 
degree of order and stability to world ofl markets, the British 
government under Mrs. Thatcher was showing its usual stub- 
born reluctance to recognize realities, and in the end had to 
be discreetly pressured into accepting a nominal ceiling on 
North Sea oil production. 

Britain — currently the world's fifth largest oil exporter — 
while publicly declaring that it will not impose any cuts in its 
oil production until the end ofl 984, b rumored to have given 
United Arab Emirates oil minister, Dr. Mana Said AJ- 
Oteiba, a tacit undertaking that it will not reduce prices 
below the new Saudi marker or increase production above 
present levels. 

Last wee Vs series of OPEC meetings at London’s Park 
Lane Inter-Continental Hotel, were taking place however at 
a time when there b increasing evidence of a slow, gradual 
upturn in demand, following the depletion of world reserve 
stocks and the first faltering steps of a tentative recovery in 
the economies of some Western industrial nations. 

A delegation from Mexico, which with Britain and Norway 
is also one of the leading non- OPEC producers, was in 
London for consultations and is understood to have given 
Venezuela's Dr. Humberto Calderon Bern, who has been 
acting as a middle-man between OPEC and non-OPEC pro- 
ducers, a similar, more qualified undertaking over prices and 
production. 

OPEC representatives pointed out that it was Britain who

LONDON, March 13 (R) — Britain's 
Conservative government vrin cast tax policy 
into its final pre-election form next week, bat 
this year volatile oil prices have introduced an 
element of uncertainty into its annual budget 
calculations.

LONDON, March 13 (AFP) — Commod- 
ity markets were left in a state of flux this 
week by foe protracted ofl price and produc- 
tion talks here by the Organization of Pet- 
roleum Exporting Countries (OPEC). 

But sterling’s continuing foreign exchange 
weakness, and the post-election unce rtainties 
surrounding the German mark and the 
French franc left room for some speculative 
buying. Bat the devaluation of the Australian 
and New Zealand currencies effectively 
stopped trading in wooltops. Traders tem- 
porarily withdrew all quotations. 

Trading was generally much less volatile 
than it was last week, but best levels were not 
sustained. One of foe few markets to remain 
insu Hated from the general nervousness was 
that for tin, where prices for forward delivery 
continued their slow daily dimb to new 
record levels. 

Nickel provided fresh buying opportunities 
as ft moved to 1 2-month highs. Rubber 
touched a three-year high before reacting, 
and coffee reached its highest in two and a 
half years. Gas-oil futures made large gains 
after being at a standstill for most of the 
week. 

Gold extended last week’s late rally in 
somewhat uncertain trading, but ft failed to 
bold best level. 

Gold: Uncertain. There was 

some early recovery from last week’s fell, 
although OPEC s London meeting precluded 


any great advances. Futures were very much 
quieter. Following a mid-week pause, the 
market moved up a gain as the U.S. dollar 
eased bade, but the progress was inhibited by 
confusing comments about United States 
interest rates. And prices eased back a tittle 
later as New York turned fewer. 

Copper: Irregular. Early losses followed 
the news of a 1,775-ton rise in stocks — the 
22nd consecutive weekly jump — to 298,625 
tons, the highest since February 1979. U.S. 
producers cut prices and buyers were not 
pressing, particularly in view of the return to 
work of 15,000 miners in Peru after an 18- 
days strike. Later, currency considerations 
gained ascendancy. 

TEST Firmer. Toe continued market sup- 
port from the Tin Coundfs buffer stock 
manager caused a further steady climb in 
prices. Forward quotations edipsed last 
week’s peaks, while cash prices moved closer 
to t he records atta ined 13 months ago. 

Lead : Irregular. Late gains were made in 
unison with zinc, but neither metal managed 
to hold best levels. Early sentiment was 
depressed by the price cut from the U.S. pro- 
ducer (St Joe); Stocks rose 1,350 tons to a 
record 140,850 tons.

Proposes conference 

Summit wants new global fiscal 


NEW DELHI, March 13 (AP) —The final 
declaration of the seventh nonaligned sum- 
mit meeting, adopted Saturday, called for 
sweeping reforms of the Bratton Woods 
financial system but softpedaled the demand 
of some hard-liners that the system should be 
scrapped altogether. 

The hard-liners, including Cuba, Grenada, 
North Korea and Libya, found no consensus 
for their radical demand calling; in effect, for 
the Third World to take control of the world 
economy. The final declaration was a com- 
promise between such “anti-impenalist” 
rhetoric and the moderate majority. The 
declaration of the 100-nation summit will 
guide the policies of most Third World coun- 
tries for the next three years. 

Largely drafted for the summit by Indian 
experts, it denounced the “manifest inadequ- 
acy of the Bratton Woods system ... charac- 
terized by wide and erratic fluctuations in 
exchange rates, excessive dependence on a 
few key reserve currencies, failure to increase 
international liquidity in line with the growth 
of world trade and increasing inadequacies in 
the resources of international financial 
institutions.'' 

It urged “a new, equitable and universal 
international monetary system which would 
put an end to the dominance of certain 
reserve currencies, and guarantee developing 
countries a role in decision- making while 
ensuring monetary and financial discipline in 
the developed countries and preferential

treatment for the developing countries. The 
document denounced the dominant role 
played by the private banking system w capi- 
tal flows** despite (t he system' s) obvious limi- 
tations,'' and deplored campaigns to expand 
the private ownership of major banks. 

The summit proposed that all these prob- 
lems should be submitted to an international 
conference on money and finance for 
development first suggested by Indian Prune 
Minister Indira Gandhi, the summit chair- 
man. It set no date for such a conference and 
said it“shouId not be regarded as a prearodi- 
tion" for global negotiation of other issues 
between the rich and poor countries. 

While awaiting agreement on such global 
negotiations, it said, both sides should agree 
on“ a program of immediate measure m areas 
of critical importance to the developing coun- 
tries.” The hard-liners had long objected to 
any reference to such temporary measures, 
on the grounds that this would detract from 
the urgency of global negotiations. The 
declaration called for “ immediate, effective 
and concrete measures ... on an emergency 
basis," including trade, raw materials, food, 
energy, investment and balance-of-pay meats 
support. Special measures were urged for the 
world's 36 poorest countries, including the 
transformation of their debts into grants. 

The five-page list of proposed measures 
included; 

Industrialized countries should raise 

their official development aid to 0.7 percent 
of their gross national product by 1985. 

— The Special Drawing Rights (SDRs) of 
the IMF should be raised to SI 25 billion, with 
the industrialized countries abandoning part 
of their share of SDRs to the developing 
countries. 

— Additional IMF borrowing from capital 
markets or from surplus countries such as the 
oil-exporters. 

— Further sales of gold held by the JMF to 


replenish the trust fund for developing coun- 
tries. 

Liberalization of the IMF s compensat- 
ory financing facility in view of the decline in 

commodity prices. .. * . M 

A “ substantial expansion of the World 

Bank's lending program, raising the bank’s 
lending limit from 10 percent to at least 30 

percent. . 

Increased access to industrialized coun- 
tries of exports from developing countries 
and preferential treatment for those exports. 

— Elimination of restrictive or protection- 
ist measures by the industrialized countries 
and consultations with developing countries 
on adjustments affecting the latters exports. 

Rapid ratification of the common fund 

agreement to stabilize commodity prices, 
putting the agreement into force by Jan. 1, 
1984. 

Industrialized countries should consult

Cooperative involvement of the

emergency food reserve from 500,000 tons to 
750,000 metric tons. 

— Establishment of a food security system 
through a system of food reserves owned by 
the developing countries.

World output 

of crude hits 
10 -year low 

TULSA, Oklahoma. March 13 (AP) 
Worldwide output of crude oil and ronden- 
sate dropped to a 10-year low rn 1982. The 
OH and Gas Journal reported in its March 1- 

issue. 

The production of 53.2 million barrels a 
day in 1982 was off 5.1 percent from 1981 
and down 18.1 percent from the peak pro- 
duction year of 1979, the weekly business 
magazine reported. Economic recession, 
conservation and drawdowns on existing 
stocks were cited in the declining output, 
according to the journal. The journal pre- 
dicted that the production decline could 
level off in 1983. 

Members of the Organization of Pet- 
roleum Exporting Countries produced 1S.6 
millio n barrels a day last year, a 1 7.2 percent 
drop from a vear earlier, tbe journal said. It 
was the first time since 196S that OPECs 
annual production averaged under 19 million 
barrels a day and it was the first time since the 
organization was founded in 1 960 that OPEC 
produced less than 50 percent of the non- 
Co mm uni st world* s ofl, the journal said. 

OPEC production peaking at 31.3 million 
barrels a day in 1977. The drop to pre-1968 
production levels is particularly significant 
because four members, including Nigeria, 
joined OPEC after 1968, the journal said. 
Production outside OPEC and Communist 
countries rose to a record 19.8 million barrels 
a day last year, a 4.8 percent increase from 
1981. the journal said. The magazine said 
1982 production in Communist countries was 
up to a record 24.7 million barrels a day. an 
increase of 0.7 percent.

Foreign aid goes down Tanzanian drain

DAR ES SALAAM, March 13 (AP) — 
Western donor countries, having poured bil- 
lions of dollars worth of aid into 
impoverished Tanzania over the past two 
decades, are starting to wonder how much 
good it has done. “There is a real sense of 
donor fatigue setting in," said one senior dip- 
lomat. who like other envoys interviewed 
here declined to be identified by name or 
nationality. 

The remark reflected a feeling among 
man y foreign missions that much of the aid 
grants and low-interest loans toTanzania has 
been wasted, that the country is worse off 
now than it was a decade ago and that the 
donor countries share the blame with the 
Tanzanians. This East African nation, which 
became independent from Britain in 1961 
and took a Socialist course in 1967, receives 
more aid per capita than any other country in 
Africa — about $600 million a year for a 
po ulation of 18 ntilUon.

Diplomats and aid officials said much of 
the aid has been wasted because of shoddy 
planning of projects by donor countries and 
local bureaucrats, mismanagement, bad 
maintenance, pilferage, corruption and an 
emphasis on grandiose industrial projects 
needing expensive raw materials and sophis- 
ticated technology from abroad. 

The landscape of Tanzania, bigger than 
France and Italy combined, has become lit- 
tered with projects that do not pay off and 
may never do so. 

— A huge cement plant at Mbeya in south- 
ern T anzania was completed nearly three 
years ago with aid money from Sweden. It has 
yet to produce a bag of cement — chronically 
in short supply — because there is not enough 
electricity to power the plant. 

—The National Milling Corp. used Cana- 
dian government financing to set up a big 
bakery in Dar Es Salaam in tbe 1970s to 
supply this capital of more than a million peo- 
ple with 60,000 loaves of bread a day. The 
state-owned, enterprise turned out bread at 
subsidized prices and drove small bakeries 
out of business. 

20,000 loaves a day. Bread is in very short 
supply. 


—The National Bicycle Co. here was 
incorporated Dec. 31, 1974. under a collab- 
oration agreement with Atlas Cycle Indus- 
tries of India, one of the world’ s biggest bicy- 
cle mak ers It hasn't made a bicycle in about 
six months and its 400 employees are idle. A 
government report in 1980 told a tale of bad 
management, lack of trained workers, no 
foreign exchange to import components and 
irregular delivery of locally-made tubes and 
tires. 

—“Along the coast of Tanzania, there are 
1 1 factories for processing cashewnuts," said 
one exasperated diplomat, who formerly 
-worked in his country’s aid programs here. 
“Some of them have never processed one 
nut.” . 

Most of the plants were put up in the late 
1970s with World Bank loans and can handle 

1 10.000 tons of cashews per year. But official 
figures show the cashew crop has plunged to 
around 43,000 tons this season from about 

522 .000 tons in 1974-75. 

The poor showing of aid to Tanzania has 
caused some grumbling in parliaments and 
editorial columns in major donor countries: 
Sweden, Norway, Denmark and the Nether- 
lands. But so far there has been no cutback in 
funds.

Kuwait to circumvent 
U.S. ban on Santa Fe 


KUWAIT, March 13 (AP) — A senior oil 
official said Sunday tbe U.S. decision to utnit 
Kuwaiti investments will not drastically affect 
the activities of Santa Fe, the Kuwaiti-owned 
ofl and gas exploration company that oper- 
ates in the United States. 

“Tbe American decision affects merely 
one percent of the geographical scope 
covered by the Santa Fe activities in the 
United States,” said the official, who spoke 
on behalf of the Kuwait Petroleum Company. 
“ It will be easy for us to substitute this marine 
and land area with areas not belonging to the 
federal (U.S.) government.” 

Tbe official, who refused to use his name, 
was referring to a recent decision by U.S. 
Interior Secretary James Watt to ban Kuwaiti 
investment in oil and gas rights on federal 
lands. The Kuwaiti investments in the United 
Slates are handled by an affiliate of KPC, 
Santa Fe, the U.S. drilling contractor and oil 
company purchased by the Kuwaitis more 
than a year ago for $2.5 billion. 


The Kuwaiti newspapers meanwhile 
unleashed barrages of editiorial criticism 
against the United States, denouncing the 
Watt decision as an “ act of piracy** and an 
“attitude of highw ay men.’- “Tbe Watt ded- 
sfon cannot pass without entailing serious 
consequences on U.S. interests not merely in 
Kuwait but in the whole Gulf region as well,” 
said tbe independent newspaper^/ -Qabex. It 
said that “thick clouds of suspicion^ win 
gather and Arab investments in the 

United States, because of the Watt dedsiou. 

The radical newspaper AJ -Wiatan said the 
decision constituted a “strong slap" on the 
face of Arabs who encourage investments za 
the United States. Tbe paper said the deri- 
sion was reminiscent of the “Mafia ways 
which bloomed in the United States.” The 
paper demanded that all Arabs divert their 
funds away from U.S. banks, urging the 
Kuwaiti parliament to debate tha aim devise 
“proper resolutions to protect our invest- 
ments'’ abroad.

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Severe penalties for ‘erring’ parents 


China’ s one-child fiat raising hornet’s nest 


By fan Steele 


NEW YORK (Depthnews) — China's 
population is expected to fell dramatically if 
the government’s one-child family policy 
takes bold. But, as population expert, Leo F_ 
Goodstadt, suggests, China would never be 
quite the same again. 

Goodstadt — a research associate at the 
Center for Asian Studies, and honorary lec- 
turer in law at the University of Hong Kong 
— says the success of the one-child experi- 
ment would mean the end of China's tradi- 
tional famil y structure — a phenomenon 
which could force the restructuring of the 
nation's economic development. 

The Population Research Institute of the 
Chinese People's University has estimated 
that the acceptance of the one-child norm by 
1985 would result in a population peak of 
1.05 bfflion by the year 2004, followed by a 
steady decline to an “ideal” 700 million 
about a century later. In tbe process, unemp- 
loyment would be eliminated, per capita 
GNP and living standards would rise and the 
promise of “the four modernizations” — 
agriculture, industry, science and technology 
and national defense — would be fulfilled. 

However, the same official projections 
foresee a shift in the current ratio of six chil- 
dren to every elderly person, to a slender 
1 .6:1 by the year 2000; a process which not 
only implies Labor shortages for tbe national 
economy, but has left millions of parents in 


fear that there will be no one to care for them 
in their old age. 

“This change in tbe ags balance could eas- 
ily cause a revolution in social relations,” says 
Goodstadt. 

“Parents must naturally be concerned 
about having to look to a single child to care 
for them in their old age instead of being able 
to spread tbe burden over several children. 
This worry is compounded by tbe apparent 
belief that the 1966 Cultural Revolution has 
resulted in a decline in respect for tbe aged 
and in tbe weakening of tbe traditional norms 


of filial piety — a belief bolstered by reported 
of mist 


mistreatment of elderly parents." 

Under the Marriage Law passed by the 
People’s Congress in 1980, “Husband and 
wife are duty-bound to practice family plan- 
ning” ranging from tbe p32 and JUDs to vas- 
ectomies, sterilization and abortion as a last 
resort. The authorized ages for marriage in 
tire rural areas are 25 and 23 for men and 
women, respectively, and 27 and 25 in the 
urban regions. Students and apprentices are 
forbidden to marry. 

After tbe birth of the first child, incentives 
for sterilization are offered in tbe form of 
cash awards, special leave of absence from 
work, and monthly allowances until tbe child 
is 16. The one-child family gets housing and 
land privileges; and medical, educational and 
nursery fees are covered by tbe state. The 
parents of tbe single child received higher 
pensions and the child is given special consid- 


eration for employment which would enable 
him or her to live nearby. 

The penalties for having more than one 
child, however, are severe. If parents have 
signed an agreement to have no more than 
one child and a “one child certificate" has 
been issued, all privileges are forfeited on tbe 
birth of tbeir second, and all cash awards 
must be repaid. A third child is denied free 
education, subsidized grain rations, bousing 
allocations and access to land, and might be 
socially handicapped for life by its “illegiti- 
macy .".The child's parents, moreover, must 
pay a penalty of 10 percent of tbeir monthly 
earnings for having transgressed tbe rule. 

“The penalties are designed to make tbe 
cost of three or more children prohibitive and 
to make tbe larger family an expensive lux- 
ury," says GbodstadL 

Official figures at tbe close of 1980 suggest 
that the number of married couples accepting 
the “one-child certificate" had risen from 34 
percent in 1979 to 56 percent. Tbe armed 
forces showed the highest acceptance (80 
percent), followed by tbe capital Peking 
(79.4 percent) and Sichuan (78.8 percent). 

However, the real challenge to the one- 
child family comes from the rural areas, says 
Goodstadt, adding that “since manual labor 
is still the norm in the countryside and a 
grown person means an addition to the labor 
force, large families tend to become richer," 
an obvious disincentive to the one-chDd con- 
cept.

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“This tendency has been reinforced para- 
doxically by the recent reforms in agricultural 
policies.

Incentives based on 
personal productivity were reduced and dif- 
ferences in personal earnings minimized. Tbe

Further complicating the official quest for 
one-child families is the inherent strength of 
tbe rural family as the provider of welfare for 
all its members, and the government's ack- 
nowledgment that it will be a long time before 
tbe state can take over a significant pan of 
that responsibility. The older generation also 
continues to hold sway over weddings and 
marital arrangements. 

“The matchmaker, especially in the coun- 
tryside, plays an important role.'' says Good- 
stadt. “The parents of both parties first con- 
sider how many members in each fam ily can 
work, and its annual income, before they ask 
their children's opinion. Dowries are com- 
mon, which means that youngsters have to 
heed tbeir parents' wisheson marriage and its 
functions. Bride purchases stiQ continue. 
Because of tbe bousing shortage, newly mar- 
ried couples often cannot more to homes of 
their own and must depend on their parents' 
accommodation. Thus the parents of the 
bride and groom are in a strong position to 
dominate the marriage and influence the 
number of grandchildren produced." 

Drawing extensively on official statements, 
Goodstadt comments that the government's 
ability to overcome traditional resistance is 
uncertain. 

“In many areas, widespread rumors that 
family planning restrictions will be with- 
drawn point to peasant antipathy for official 
population policies. In the country-side, tbe 
government's measures to solve chronic 
agricultural bottlenecks have led to more 
income for the larger family: and the famil y 
itself has considerable survival power 
because even urban China has not developed 
economic and social substitutes that offer 
better safeguards for the individual against 
old age and the other hazards of life. 

“These obstacles to the one-child family 
seem unlikely to be removed very speedily 
either by legislation to impose penalties and 
create incentives or by further propaganda to 
promote the one-child family as the Chinese 
norm; and the government appears to have 
implicitly recognized this state of affairs. 

“■‘The official assumption in 1980 was that 
30 percent of the rural population would 
have more than two children in contrast to 
only 10 percent of the nation s urban resi- 
dents,” according to Goodstadt.

Japan set to use robots 


in extreme environments

TOKYO (LOS! — Robots for use in 
“ extreme environments” are to be developed 
in Japan with government aid in response to 
growing demand for such machines from 
industry. 

In its first robot-funding venture, tbe 
Ministry of International Trade and Industry 
has set aside funds for basic research in the 
present financial year. Firms involved in 
robot research have been invited to join tbe 
project, which will bring private firms 
together with government laboratories, uni- 
versities and institutes. 

Mitsubishi Heavy Industries, Hitachi and 
Toshiba have been asked to participate 
because of their involvement in nuclear 
power plant generation, and Mitsui 
Engineering and Shipbuilding and 
Ishikawajima-Harima Heavy Industries 
because of their work in shipbuilding. 

Nippon Electric Company (NEC), the 
robot-makers Fanuc. Yaskawa Electric, 
Kawasaki Heavy Industries and Komatsu are 
also expected to join in. 

“Extreme environment" robots are 
needed for such work as nuclear power plant 
inspection and maintenance, ocean floor 
development, high rise construction, space 
projects and mining. 

So far the robotics industry has received 
wholehearted support from union leaders for 


robots to replace men working in sodi 
dangerous conditions. Several hundred 
workers for subcontracting companies are 
believed to have been killed over the yeas lo 
accidents at Japanese power plants, foz 
example. 

Tire Japan Industrial Robots Association 
(JIRA) thinks tire demandfor inspection and 
maintenance robots in the Japanese nodes 
power industry alone will grow to $8m3fion 
in 1985 and to between S25 mflBon and $35 
million in 1990. 


Last year Toshiba and Hitachi joined with 
six Japanese utilities and two nudear power 
plant makers in a $50 million plan to develop 
power plant monitoring and checking robots, 
while Mitsubishi Heavy Industries has 
already developed a robot for deamng sea 
water intakes at such plants. 

Once countries agree on seabed exploita- 
tion for mine ral deposits, JIRA expects the 
Japanese demand for such robots to be $6 
million in 1 985, risingto between S30 million 
and $55 million by 1990.

Jefferson’s garden regains lost fragrance

CHARLOTTESVILLE, Virgma (LAT) 
— Any day now, as tbe warming Virginia sun 
dispels the danger of bard frosts, they win 
begin planting early peas on a sheltered bank 
below the sooth lawn atMooticello, faithfully 
JbHowing a plan laid down by Thomas Jeffer- 
son two centuries ago. 

In Jefferson's day, the understanding 
among the squares whose estates stretched 
across tbe neighboring Piedmont and the 
foothills of the Appalachian mountains was 
that tbe first one whose garden produced a 
sufficient crop had to invite tbe others to 
dinner.' . 

And today, lineal descendants of Jeffer- 
son's spring peas and other such delicacies 
are being meticulously restored to their orig- 
inal sites — gentle reminders of a tittle- 
known fact about the third presidenL- 

Not content with writing the declaration of 
independence, helping to guide the fledgling 
nation through the revolution and the crea- 
tion of tbe constitution, serving two terms as 
president and founding the University of Vir- 
ginia, Thomas Jefferson was a gardener on a 
scale to match his genius. During a period of 
almost 60 years, America's first gardner 
experimented with fnOy 250 varieties of veg- 
etables, not to speak of at least 150 different 
kinds of fnnt trees and berry bushes. In 1812 
alone, he recorded with a scientist’s meticiri- 
ousness, tbe vegetable garden at Moutioello 
boasted 61 different kinds of tomatoes, peas, 
carrots and other trade. 

Indeed, there were times when Jefferson 
sounded as though be considered gardening 
the best part of his long and luminous career. 
“The greatest service which can be rendered 
to any country is to add a useful plant to its 
culture,” he once declared. 

“No occupation is so delightful to me as tbe 
culture to the earth, and no culture compar- 
able to that of the garden," he wrote to tbe 
painter Charles Wfflson Peak;, on another 


occasion late m life. “Such a variety of sub- 
jects, some one always coming to perfection, 
tbe failure of one thing followed by tbe suc- 
cess of another, and instead of one harvest, a 
continued one through the year. 

“Under a total want of demand, except for 
the family table, 1 am still devoted to tbe 
garden. But though an old man, I am still a 
young gardener. 

Now, an unusual team of agricultural 
specialists, historians, archaeologists, Jeffer- 
son scholars and other experts is working to 
recreate the extraordinary vegetable garden 
and orchard that Jefferson, aiming to make 
the most of tbe early spring sun, situated 
southeast of the great house be designed and 
had built, largely by slave labor. 

The mountaintop estate — ‘Monticell o' 
means “little mountain” — in Italian — with 
its panoramic view of tbe blue ridge foothills 
and the campus of the University of Virginia, 
was Jefferson's pride, his headache and his 
private agricultural experiment station. 

“The experimental nature of the garden 
and orchard is especially noteworthy," 
according to Peter Hatch, grounds superin- 
tendent at Monticello. “Not only Dutch cab- 
bages, but he also cultivated beans, corn and 
gooseberries brought from tbe West by Lewis 
and Clark, as well as apple and peach var- 
ieties newly discovered in the new world." 

“This proliferation of varieties enabled 
Jefferson to selectively eliminate inferior 
types,” Hatch said, so that his garden and 
orchard represented “the state of the art of 
fruit and vegetable culture in the early 19th 
century.” 

Jefferson’s passion for on usual plants was 
widely known, and kindred spirits from 
around tbe world send him contributions. 
Seeds from Europe often arrived buried in 
moss to preserve them through the vicis- 
situdes of ocean traveL Occasionally, even 
Jefferson hesitated to plant some of the exo- 
tic seeds be received. In 1813, for instance, a 
Mississippi friend forwarded “a round black 


nut said to be used at St. Antonio as a poison 
for animals and insects.” 

“I have so many grandchildren and others 
who might be endangered by the poison plant 
that 1 think the risk overbalances tbe curiosity 
of trying it,” be wrote the sender, then added 
this macabre footnote — doubtless drawn 
from his friendship with Frenchmen who had 
survived the reign of terror 

“The most-elegant thing of tbe kind known 
is a preparation of tbe Jamestown weed, 
datura-stramonium, invented by tbe French 
in tbe time of Robespierre. Every man of 
firmness carried it constantly in his pocket to 
anticipate the guillotine. It brmgsoc the sleep 
of death as quietly as fatigue does ordinary 
sleep, without the least struggle of motion.” 
The Thomas Jefferson Memorial Foundation 
took over the long-neglected mansion in 
1923 and began the slow job of restoring the 
bouse and 1,800 surrounding acres, paying as 
it went with the proceeds from admission 
fees, now $3 a head, from about 500,000 
visitors yearly. And tbe foundation is now 
laboring to restore tbe gardens to their condi- 
tion in 1812. tbe third year after Jefferson 
retired to Monticello as an ex-president with 
a bent for creative farming. His gardens were 
at their peak. 

Jefferson was 66 when he finally returned 
to Monticello as a permanent resident. Tbe 
dome was completed and tbe porticoed brick 
house looked much as it does today. The 
garden was ready for spring planting, but 
work still had to be done to carry out Jeffer- 
son’s full plan for a vegetable garden and to 
revive the orchards — projects that had lan- 
guished recurrently during the long absences 
from Monticello necessitated by Ids govern- 
ment service. 

The garden eventually filled a 1,000- foot- 
long terrace on the sunny hillside. A wall of 
rough native stone, pried out of the mountain 
as the plot was leveled, had been completed 


Indu s basin turning into big salt lake 


ISLAMABAD (Depthnews) — The Indus 
basin, Pakistan's agricultural heartland, is 
under a serious threat of turning into a big salt 
lake in the next 30 to 40 years. B is suffering 
from the twin menace of waterlogging and 
salinity. 

The hope of food setf-sufficiency, which 
Pakistan wants to attain in the next 10 years, 
will get drowned in the basin’s ever-rising 
water table. 

The un fo rtunat e aspect of the problem is 
that the country has not been able to deter- 
mine die annual rate of loss of agricultural 
land due to waterlogging and salinity. 

The rough is about 200,000 

to 500,000. acres- of land are being eroded 
annually by waterlogging and nearly 16 mil- 
lion torn of salt add to the sofljevmy year. 
~Tfioaverage slope of the Indus is only one 
foot per mile. Therefore, there is no natural 
drainage relief for the irrigated area. On the 
other hand, the topography and the extent <rf 
the bean » such that easy disposal of saline 
effluents is not possible. Thus the water and 
salt imbalan ce in the basin continues to 
deteriorate. 

Meanwhile, Pakistan has spent nearly 7 
bilfion rupees over the last 28 years fighting a 
mjMiinigly losing battle u ptime waterlo gging 
and salinity. Some two million tnbeweDs dot 
the basin as evidence of that struggle. With- 
out these tubeweOs winch pump out water, 
the basin would have tamed into a lake by 
now. ... 

Pakistan is a semi-arid country and nearly 
67 percent of its total land receives rainfall 


below 10 inches. Over 60 percent of the 
entire cultivable land is irrigated by artificial 
methods. 

According to one estimate, nearly 45 mil- 
lion acres out of about 75.6 million acres are 
irrigated by canals, tubeweOs, open weOs and 
tanks. A recent paper on the problem states 
that nearly 66 percent of cultivable land in 
the Indus basin is waterlogged (upto 10 feet 
water table depth). About 35 percent of the 
cultivable land has been designated as a “dis- 
aster area” since the water level in the area 
has readied up to five feet. 

In 1954 FAO cooperated with the gov- 
ernment to counter the menace of waterlog- 
ging and salinity. But in the first five-year 
plan (1955-60), the reclamation aspect was 
accorded very low priority and only about 61 
mfllioa rupees was spent on it 

The next plan (1960-65) saw the prepara- 
tion of a 10-year program. The plan was 
reviewed by a team of U.S. experts as a result 
of which the ReveUe Report emerged. 

While the 10-year progr am recommended 
a co mp rehensive approach, the RcveDe 
Report opted for a selected approach and 
suggested concentrating on 25-30 project 
areas of one million acres each. 

But shortage of funds prevented this prog- 
ram from reaching its completion. In the first 
five years only about 250 million rupees was 
spent 

During the thud plan (1965-70), the 
World Bask was also involved in the effort 
and [an action plan was prepared. But the plan 
target could not be reached because of fund- 
ing shortages, bi all, about 864 niilticainqpecs 


was spent during the plan. In 1973 a crash 
program was prepared for rcdamation of the 
entire irrigated area within 25-30 years. 

Phase 1 of the program covering 14.1 mil- 
lion acres w as to be taken up during an 1 1- 
year period starting 1 974 at an estimates cost 
of 5.4 bfltion rupees. Planning for the remain- 
ing areas was also to be completed during this 
phase. In the first four years about 1.1 bfltiou 
rupees was spent on the crash program. 

In 1979 the government felt the need for 
reviewing the land and water development 
program in the country as a whole. Agree- 
ment was reached with UNDP for preparing 
a comprehensive masterplan for all the irri- 
gated areas. 

The study was assigned to the Water and 
Power Development Authority (WAFDA) 
with die World Bank as a supporting agency. 
The WAPDA report gives emphasis to 
ground water exploitation. 

Some officials believe the salt problem can 
be controlled in the Northwest Frontier pro- 
vince by transporting the salt to the sea 
through rivers during the flood season. 
Meanwhile, the salt in Sind province could be 
disposed of by transferring it to the sea 
through left and right outfall drains. 

For waterlogging, it is suggested that small 
and fractional mbeweQs be installed in the 
“disaster areas.” Abo calfed/for are water 
courses, afforestation on state land along 
canals and tributaries, maintenance and con- 
struction of. field drains. 

But all of this requires a huge investment, 
in an amount the government cannot cur- 
rently underwrite. 


without cement in 1807 to retain the fertile 
earth. Below the wall, which stood 11 feet 
high at some points, was the eight-acre 
orchard in which Jefferson planted 400 fruit 
trees and varied grape vines and berry 
bushes. 

Surrounding the orchard was a 10-foot pal- 
ing fence built, by Jefferson’s specifications, 
so tightly “as not to let even ayotmg hare in.” 

In addition to rebuilding, the restoration 
project involves reproducing as faithfully as 
possible the five dozen-plus varieties of veg- 
etables and as many more strains of fruits, 
nuts and berries that Jefferson had under cul- 
tivation in the abundant summer of 1812. 

And that has turned out to be a massive 
challenge. 

It might have been impossibe if tbe ver- 
satile Jefferson had not drawn detailed pi«n« 
and kept meticulous records. The restorers’ 
prime source is Jefferson’s “garden book,” a 
leather-backed ledger containing 158 pages, 
of which 33 are crammed with notations in bis 
small, precise hand. 

Tbe record extends over 58 years, starting 
March 30, 1766, when Jefferson, as a 23- 
year-old law clerk, noted that be had just 
planted purple hyacinths at Shadwell, his 
father’s estate near Charlottesville. The last 
entry was on Sept. 15, 1824, when, at 81, be 
recorded sowing late-maturing “white 
spinach” and “dark brown lettuce" in the 
Monticello garden. 

Even the garden book, however, did not 
supply enough data to guide tbe restoration 
that began five years ago. Time and vandal- 
ism had obliterated long stretches of the gar- 
den wall and there were only foundation 
traces of a brick pavilion that Jefferson built 
in 1 8 1 0 at the walT s midpoint Tbe outlines of 
tbe garden bad vanished in weeds and there 
was no trace of tbe orchard below. 

To bring all this back, the foundation 
began with about $250,000 in its own funds, 
plus a $140,000 grant from tbe National 
Foundation for the Humanities. 

Then archaeologists provided a technique 
for finding the outlines not only of the ter- 
raced garden and fenced orchard, but the 
very locations of the individual trees as they 
were planted according to Jefferson's specifi- 
cations. 

The key, according to William M. Kelso, 
MonticeDo’s resident archaeologist, was 
found in detailed planting charts on which 
Jefferson marked the location and type of 
each tree as it was planted. Using similar 
techniques, archaeological crews located rot- 
ted stubs of the locust posts that were set in to 
support the chestnut palings for tbe 3,000- 
foot fence Jefferson specified to safeguard his 
orchard. 

Architectural historian William Beis- 
wanger determined from Jefferson’s notes 
the dimensions and design of the little arched 
pavilion that had been bufit atop the garden 
wall as an outdoor study. It reputedly had 
been demolished by a storm soon after Jeffer- 
son’s death, but its replacement sounds stur- 
dier. Tbe plans provide for foundations sunk 
into tbe hilbnde. 

For grounds superintendent Hatch, tbe 
project has meant nearly five years of agricul- 
tural detective work — principally locating 
erotic and archaic strains of fruits and veget- 
ables that Jefferson planted. And he pursues 
his task with patience born of a sense of his- 
tory. 

These days,' he is waiting for slips of a rare 
peach forwarded by an Italian grower to be 
released from quarantine at tbe Agriculture 
Department's experimental station at Belt- 
sville, Maryland. 

“But we’re not in any rush,” Hatch said. 
“We expect that Monticello will be around 
for quite a while.”

Dutch tulipomania tinged 
with bulb’s market appeal

LONDON (PAF) — By long tradition 
the tnKp is the living symbol of Holland, and 
it is generally accepted throughout the 
world that the finest strains of this flower, 
like the finest bulbs from which it grows, 
come from that country. 

Yet tulips are not native to the Nether- 
lands, and the story of why the two should 
have become almost synonymous is an 
interesting one. It can best be described as a 
love affair between a nation and a (riant 

Tulips are botanicaDy members of the lily 
family, found in parts of te mp e ra te Asia, 
North Africa and Southern Europe. Over 
three centuries ago, cultivated varieties of 
some of these wild tulips were introduced 
into the cooler land* of Europe by way of 
the Balkans and Turkey: in case of those 
that readied Holland — via the latter coun- 
try. Their majestic erect stance, their rich- 
ness of color and form and sheer rfagyHng 
beauty appealed very much to the Dutch, by 
nature always a flower-loving people. 

By 1600, thanks partly to shrewd prop- 
aganda work by the florists’ guild and 
flower market stall-keepers of Amsterdam, 
then at the threshold of its golden era of 
prosperity, the love affair was on. The 
Dutch people had fallen for the new upright 
flower with the vividly-colored glossy 
waxen petals, not least because it seemed to 
like the cool temperate climate of the Low 
Countries, and in particular the nnnsual 
mixture of day and sandy soil, mostly sand, 
found to tbe west and north of that city, 
nearer the seacoast and centering around 
Haarlem. This area is still where most 
Dutch tulips are grown. 

Suddenly tulips were seen not merely as 
beautiful but alro as fashionable, in a rather 
French way. Anybody who was anybody 
simply had to have tulips. The result was 
that a flourishing nursery business sprang 
up; dozens of new tulip varieties began to 
emerge from the addOfiil crossbreeding of 
the ever-painstaldng Dutch growers. Each 
was named to hit the ever-expanding mar-, 
ket, and some, like ‘Semper Augustus’, are 
still grown today. 

The more varieties that were developed, 
the more expensive tulip bulbs became, and 
increasingly exotic kinds appeared cm the 
market 

In those days, as today, hundreds of Ams- 
terdamers kept small allotment gardens 


outside the city walls, since space for gar- 
dens inside was very scarce. The love affair 
with the tulip burst into an incredible pas- 
sion, and by 1634 there started the tulip 
‘fever 1 or ‘mania* that neaxty ruined all con- 
cerned. Suddenly the beauty and the color 
were forgotte n : mere possession of tulips 
and their bulbs was the thing. A strange 
gambling craze took over in which everyone 
joined in: shopkeepers, clerks, butchers, 
students, teachers, housewives and barbers 
alike, often people with no business 
aptitude at all. 

Tulip bulbs raised on the sandy levels 
around Haarlem were bought and sold and 
resold a dozen times or mote, often sight 
unseen. Speculators arrived on' the scene 
ami were soon able to sell scraps chipped off 
imported bulbs for fabulous sums. These 
were useless, but the possession of them was 
considered the aim of existence. 

Dutch bulb prices rocketed to fantastic 
levels. Many varieties fetched four 
thousand guilders or more for a single bulb. 
The highest price recorded for a red-and- 
white ’Semper Augustus' was five thousand 
five hundred guflderrs. One hicky Amster- 
damer made a fortune of sixty thousand 
guilders in four months — this when the city 
burgomaster’s annual salary was five 
hundred guilders! 

Others were not so fortunate. One hun- 
gry ship’s officer waiting in his owner’s 
office gobbled down a few onions he 
nntinfiri s tanding on a desk — to be fold they 
were tulip bulbs worth seventeen thousand 
gufideis-Growets bad to put armed guards 
around their beds. A leading botanist at 
Leyden University was so angry at the 
whole thing, and so aware of its dangers to 
the whole country, that be turned into a 
compuJsve tulip destroyer. 

Luckily, at the beginning of 1637, the 
bubble burst. Thousands were ruined, and 
the tulip speculators naturally panicked. 
Bulbs bought in both large and small quan- 
tities could not be sold anywhere. So great 
were tbe financial losses that the whole of 
Holland’s credit system was threatened, not 
merely that for mbps. 

Tulipomania was over, but its warning 
was at last h e eded. Amsterdam turned to 
diam onds, and the real bulb enthusiasts set- 
tled down to normal touting once again. 
Nevertheless, this freak speculation 
undoubtedly laid the foundation of today’s 
great worldwide Dutch bulb industry. ,

But South was playing 
against very active opponents, 


and by the time it was his turn 
again, East-West were in six 
hearts. 

Reluctant to settle for a 
small penally, and convinced 
that he could not make seven 
dubs, South bid six spades. It 
seemed to him that on the bid- 
ding North would have spade 
length. At any rate, he 
fervently hoped so. When East 
doubled. South stood solidly 
behind his decision and pass- 
ed. 

West led the king of 
diamonds and South was 
home. He won with the ace 
and led the K-QJ of trumps, 
East holding up the ace until 
the third round. 

East returned a diamond 
and declarer ruffed it with his 
last trump. He then ruffed the 
ace of hearts in dummy, drew 
East’s last trump, and ran his 
clubs to score a sensational 
slam. 

West could have stopped the 
slam with a club lead, but that 
does not detract from the 
credit due South for his bold 
bid. 

South might have been 
carted off in an ambulance 
had it turned out his partner 
was short of spades. But he 
took the position that six 
hearts doubled would yield a 
poor result and that he could 
not lose much — and might 
gain substantially — by his 
seemingly reckless bid.

Crime in Britain 


sets new record 


LONDON, March 13 (R) — Crime has 
reached a record level in Britain with one 
serious o Sense nearly every 10 seconds, a 
national newspaper reported Sunday. The 
Mol on Sunday said statistics to be published 
Monday by the Home Office, the ministry 
responsible for law and order, showed more 
than three million serious crimes were com- 
mitted nationwide last year. The newspaper 
said serious crime included violence, burg- 
lary, fraud and theft. 

The figures — which break down to 6,200 
serious crimes a day — were an embarrass- 
ment to the Conservative government of 
Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher, the 
newspaper said. With a general election due 
in the next IS months, the crime wave was 
sure to unleash more pressure on Home Sec- 
retary William Whitelaw, the paper added. 

TheMaUon Sunday said senior government 
ministers hoped the budget, to be presented 
Tuesday, would divert attention from the 
crime figures. The paper said it understood 
the statistics showed blacks responsible for 
twice as many muggings as whites in 1982.

The crowd apparently moved too slowly 
for authorities, and 300 to 400 riot police 
arrived. The riot police known as “Zomos,” 
advanced on the crowd and dispersed it, using 
neither tear gas nor rubber batons. 

Witnesses said police encircled about 100 
demonstrators who were slow to leave the 
monument, and detained many of them. The 
exact number was not known, and it was not 
clear if they would be arrested and charged. 

At a nearby church, Henryk Jankowski 
urged young worshippers not to become 
involved in “a political game," a remark he 
later said referred to the gathering. “The real 
provocateurs are the enemies of Socialist 
Poland,''* Jankowski said, witnesses reported. 

“I ask the young people not to answer 
these provocations, and not to let themselves 
be drawn into a political game,” he said, 
aDuding to- leaflets distributed in Gdansk last 
week calling for the gathering. 

Other sources in Gdansk said they thought 
the leaflets were produced by underground 
supporters of the Solidarity labor federation, 
suspended with the Dec. 13, 1981 martial law 
declaration and outlawed last October. 

Solidarity chief Lech Walesa, who last 
week called for “more determined actions’* 
to counter a new wave of indictments and 
trials against union figures, was not present at 
either the church or the monument gathering, 
witnesses said. 

The 39-year-old labor chief has largely 
avoided direct confrontations with 
authorities since his release from an 11- 
month martial law internment last 
November, although he has continued to 
advocate the principles of the independent 
union he headed from its creation in August 
1980 in tiie Lenin Shipyard.

w. German visit Kohl urges new U.S. move 


LEIPZIG, East Germany. March 13 (AP) 
— East German President Ericb Honecker 
said Sunday be will visit West Germany later 
this year at the invitation of West German 
Chancellor Helmut Kohl and federal Presi- 
dent Karl Carstens. 

Honecker said he will set the date for the 
visit later in the year. He announced his 
intention to visit West Germany while tour- 
ing the Leipzig spring fair on its opening day 
Sunday. 

It will be the first such visit by Honecker to 
West Germany. He had been invited to West 
Germany by the government of ex- 
Chancellor Helmut Schmidt but the visit did 
not take place before Schmidt was ousted by 
Kohl in a parliamentary vote Oct. 1. 

A visit between himself and Kohl “would 
mean a step forward, especially in view of tbe 
feet that both German states could make a 
large contribution to the securing of peace,'* 
Honecker said Sunday. 

“One can argue over different things, but it 
appears to us to be better to cooperate where 
there is tbe possibility of cooperating,” Hon- 
ecker said. 


WASHINGTON. March 13 \R\ — West 
German Chancellor Helmut Kohl was 
quoted Sunday as calling for a new American 
initiative to break tbe deadlock at the U.S.- 
Soviet talks in Geneva on medium-ranee nuc- 
lear missiles. 

Kohl told The Washington Post in his first 
newspaper interview since winning re-election 
last Sunday: “It certainly is time for new 
proposals.** 

He said this did not mean giving up the 
ultimate objective of a “zero option* under 
which the West would cancel the deployment 
of U.S. Cruise and Pershing-2 missiles in 
Western Europe from this year if Moscow 
scrapped all its medium-range missiles. 

Kohl reaffirmed that his cemer-right gov- 
ernment was prepared to deploy the Ameri- 
can missiles“if serious and thorough negotia- 
tions do not lead to anything." In the inter- 
view conducted last Friday, he said the zero 
option remained the ideal goal but “maybe 
we will have an interim solution, and that’s a 


good thing'. 

Tbe chancellor’s public call for a new U.S. 
proposal came after senior West German 
officials had expressed concern that 
Washington might misinterpret the result of 
the West German election as a mandate for 
the new missiles. “ We do want disarmament 
and detente ” he said. 

A senior government source in Bonn said 
the same message was being conveyed to tbe 
Reagan administration discreetly through 
every available channel. Britain, Italy. 
France and the Netherlands had passed on 
similar requests to Washington, be said. He 
said concepts for an interim solution would 
be the main theme at a meeting of N ATCT s 
special consultative group on meium-range 
missiles in Brussels next Friday. 

Tbe Bonn official said West Germany 
would like to see U.S. negotiator Paul Nitze 
empowered not only to discuss any serious 
Soviet proposal but also to explore any possi- 
bility of compromise whatsoever. 


China and the Soviet Union currently are 
holding consultations in Moscow on easing 
tensions and improving relations. 

The Chinese say Moscow has refused to 
Hlcrugs issues involving third countries. But 
they insist that Soviet actions toward Cam- 
bodia, Afghanistan and Mongolia — where 
large numbers of Soviet troops are stationed 
along the Chinese border — aU threaten 
China's security. 

“While talking about improving relations, 
one should not continue to threaten the sec- 
urity of the other side, 4 ' the Peking Renew 
said. 


The magazine said, “if the Soviet Union 
ceased its support of Vietnam’s aggression 
against Kampuchea and used its influence, it 
could uige Vietnam to puD out all its troops 
from Kampuchea, then, peace and stability m 
Indochina and Southeast Asia could be 
guaranteed. The Vietnamese people, who 
have suffered from war for several decades, 
could recuperate, rebuild their economy and 
live a peaceful life. 


“Conversely, if Vietnam continues to 
invade and occupy Kampuchea and to con- 
duct armed provocations along the Sino- 
Vietnamese border, relations between China 
and Vietnam will be further strained and this 
will inevitably lead to the worsening of Sino- 
Soviet relations,” it added. 

The magazine also said, “we are of the 
opinion that a substantial progress in Viet- 
namese troop withdrawal will help restore 
normal Sino-Soviet relations.” 


CDU keeps state 


East-West concession sought 


HAMBURG, West Germany, March 13 
(R) — The West German state of 
Schleswig-Holstein voted for a new assembly 
Sunday, with party managers predicting a 
much closer result than Chancellor Helmut 
Kohl's victory in last Sunday’s federal elec- 
tion. 

Turnout in the first three hours after the 
polls opened had reached 26.5 percent, 
encouraged by sunny weather, officials said. 
Nearly two million people are eligible to vote. 

A high turnout traditionally favors tbe 
opposition Social Democrats (SPD), who 
until their poor showing last Sunday seemed 
set for victory in the state against a Christian 
Democratic (CDU) government defending a 
one- seat majority. 

Tbe SPD*s defeated candidate for federal 
cbanceDor, Hans-Jocben Vogel, appealed to 
voters this week to make tbe stale “an island 
of liberalism and progress in a black sea,” a 
reference to the CDUs newly won domina- 
tion of the West German political map. 

The SPD, led by former Education Minis- 
ter Bjorn Engholm, has little hope of winning 
a majority by itself and is counting on the 
liberal Free Democrats (FDP). ’ 


MADRID, March 13 (R) — Europe’s 
smaller states plan a final attempt to get tbe 
two superpowers and their allies to bury at 
least some of their differences here this week 
and sign a document upholding East- West 
detente. 

Spokesman for the nine neutral and 
nonaligned states at tbe 35-nation Confer- 
ence on European Security and Cooperation 
(CSCE) said they would present a comprom- 
ise closing document at tbe next plenary ses- 
sion Tuesday. 

They said the carefully phrased comprom- 
ise represented the last realistic chance of 
achieving the required consensus to end the 
28-montb-old conference in tbe foreseeable 
future. “This is tbe closest that we can poss- 
ibly get to a final deal,” Swiss Ambassador 
Edouard Brunner told Reuters. 

He said the document went half way 
toward meeting both Western demands for 
improvement in human rights in the Soviet 
bloc and Soviet demands for new all- 
European disarmament talks. If the com- 
promise is accepted, the conference could 
end by April 27, he said. 

East and West were at loggerheads over 
human rights commitments from tbe outset 
of the Madrid meeting, which was called to 


review and update the iy/5 Helsinki CSCE 
accords. Tbe two sides moved further apart 
with the imposition of martial law in Poland 
in December 1981 and the subsequent dis- 
solution of the free trade union movement 
Solidarity. 

Another major point of contention was tbe 
scope of tbe disarmament talks, designed to 
encourage military confidence-building 
measures and guard against surprise attack in 
Europe. Moscow wanted the talks to cover 
military movements in tbe Atlantic Ocean 
and across to tbe American east coast. Tbe 
United States and its allies vehemently 
opposed such zoning on tbe grounds that tbe 
area was not related to Europe. ’ 


China sincerely hopes to resume normal 
relations with Moscow, it said, but “the 
Soviet Union is urged to take concrete 
actions" 

The magazine noted China's offer to 
resume negotiations with Vietnam on nor- 
malizing relations if Vietnam announces a 
withdrawal from Cambodia and actually pulls 
out tbe first batch of troops.

Diplomats said tbe compromise document, 
drafted by Austria, Cyprus, Finland. Liech- 
tenstein, Malta, San Marino, Sweden, Swit- 
zerland, and Yugoslavia, uses the word sea 
and not ocean m the section dealing with tbe 
zone for tbe military talks. But it adds, in a 
footnote, that sea is understood to mean both 
sea and ocean. 
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Tbe Swiss ambassador said tbe draff was all 
that could be realistically expected out of the 
Madrid conference in today’s climate of 
East- West relations. “We have left things 
out, not because we don't like them but 
because there was so much opposition to 
them,” be said. “ It would not be a bad docu- 
ment for the West,*' be added. 

Tbe immediate future of the conference 
would depend on how the two blocs reacted, 
he said.
